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FEARFUL EXPLOSIONS. 


FIRE-DAMP PROBABLY CAUSES THE 1088 
OF THIRTY-SEVEN LIVES IN A MINE—AN 
INDIANA HORROR. 

Waueetina, W. Va., Jan. 21.—At 2:45 o'clock 
this a'ternoon an explosion of fire-damp oc- 
curred in the shaft of the Newburg Orie! Coal 
Company at Newburg, W. Va. Immediately 
following the explosion a flame of fire arose far 
above the mouth of the shait, and timber and 
débris of all kinds were strewn around. The 
shaft in which the explosion occurred was sunk 
about two years ago and has reached a depth 
350 feet. From the base of the shaft the main 
heading runs out about haif a mile 
from where the narrow rooms diverge 
from the other side. The theory ad- 
vanced as to the cause of the explo 
sion 1s that fire-damp had accumulated in one 
of the rooms and was accidentally ignited by a 
miner’s lamp. The force of the explosion 
blocked the alr so close that wo one would 
venture into the main heading to ascertain the 
fate of the imprisoned men until an air passage 
could be established. The work is being 
pushed vigorously. Up to midnight no bodies 
have been recovered. It is supposed that tuir- 
ty-seven men are imprisoned. The prevailing 
opinion is that all are dead. The following is 
believed to be a correct and full list of the men 
in the mine:

THE WAGES OF SIN. . 


Charlies A. Clowes Murders His 
Mistress and Immediately 


The Tragedy Occurs in a Well-Known 
Resort on South Clark 
Street. 


The Probable Causes of Olow-s’ Desperate 
ActA Talk with His Rela- 
tives. 


A fearful tragedy was enacted at No. 441 
South Clark street last night, in the 
house of ili-fame kept by Carrie Wat- 
son. Charles A. Clowes, Secretary of the 
Riverton Alcohol Works, a wealthy and 
handsome young married man living at No. 
536 West Adams street, murdered his sweet- 
heart. Blanche Grey,” and then shot him- 
self, both dymg aimost instantly. There 
were no witnesses to the horrible deed. 
The two had been out ull the aiternoon and 
evening together, took supper at the Chicago 
Oyster-House, and returned to Watson's in a 
cab about 9 o'clock in the evening. Both 
seemed in remarkabiy good spirits. Clowes 
was apparently slightly under the influence 
of liquor, but the woman was sober and 
was in good sp.rits and exciaimea delightediy 
as she entered the house: “I bave had such 
a nice time with Chariey. See the flowers he 
bought me.“ The two retired immediately to 
the girl's chamber, on the third floor, 

There was apparently no quarreling between 
the two in the room, as all was quiet, and it 
was supposed they had retired. There were a 
number of visitors in the house, and at 1 
o'clock, when the revelry was at its hight, 
there came a sudden interruption. Two loud 
shots. with perhaps a pause ot ten seconds be- 
tween them, rang,through the house and Charles 
Taylor, an employé, who chanced to be near 
the room, rushed to the door, but tound it 
locked. After an instant's penic a police offi- 
cer was sent for and Officer Waish of the 
armory arrived in two or three minutes. It 
occurred to the officer to wait until there were 
witnesses present, and two more officers were 
called in before he made a motion. Putting 
his sboulder to the door be burst the 
lock. The most of the women about 
the door fied in precipitation, while the others 
were borror-stricken at the sight which met 
their eyes. Thegirl lay peacefully in the bed, 
with ber arms folded on her breast, as if 
sleeping. Young Clowes had fallen on the 
side of the bed, with arms outstretched 
partly over ber dead body. His feet were on 
the floor. Beside him was a deluge of blood 
from an ugly bole in his right temple. ‘The girl 
was shot directly over the left breast, and the 
bed-ciothes were saturated with blood. 

HOW THEY DIED. 

There were no evidences of a struggle, no 
indications that there nad been any trouble 
immediately before thé shooting. To ali ap- 
pearances Cowles had risen while his com- 
panion slept, obtained bis revoiver, and, stand- 
ing by the side of the bed, had taken de- 
liberate aim and fired. The shot made 
an ugly bole in her left breast and had evi- 
dentiy gone through the lung, and perhaps 
severed a principal artery. His next sie 
ended bis own existence, and, as he fell, the 
biood from the ghastly rent in bis bead del- 
uged the bed clothing at the footof the couch. 
The weapon used—a heavy Smith & Wesson— 
was found on the floor beside the bed with but 
two chambers empty. 

Upon entering the room the officer stepped 
to the bed and placed his ear to the woman's 
breast. There was a scarcely perceptible flut- 
ter of the heart, which ceased a few seconds 
later. From the character of the wound in 
Clowes’ bead it was easy to see that death in 
his case was instantaneous. All about tne 
room were evidences of the strong and long at- 
tachment that existed between these two. Life- 
size portraits of the woman and her lover 
hung upon one of the walls, and upon the 
tables and dressing-case siood bits of 
costly bric-A-brac wich he had given ber at 
various times. In the waxen ears of the corpse 
on the bed were magnificent ear-rings, and the 
taper fingers were loaded with rings, studded 
with gems—ali of them presents from the man 
who had just sent both their sou!s into eternity. 

The women of the house had scarcely re- 
alized what had happened before Lieut. 
Backus, with a squad of armory police, 
arrived with two patrol wagons. The 
room was cleared and the bodies 
placed on stretcbers and carried out 
past the groups of awe-stricken, weeping 
women who stood in the hallway. The re- 
mains of Clowes and his mistress were taken 
to the morgue, where they will remain till 
after the inquest. The women at the house 
will arrange today with an undertaker to take 
charge of the body of the woman, and Ciowes’ 
friends will probably do the same in bis case. 

Immed ately after Clowes’ body was removed 
a back arrived at the house containing five 
bandsomely dressed young men, friends of 
Clowes. They were in Chapin & Gore's “ The 
Drum saloon when they were notified of the 
affair. Finding that the body was gone they 
soon drove away to see that all possible meas- 
ures sifould be taken tor the care of the body. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

There is little doubt as to the cause of the 
tragedy. Clowes had lived with Bianche tor 
nearly six years, more or less. About three 
a young 
woman from New Tork, and since 
then they have bad occasional quarreis, 
Henry Howard, a backman, says that last 
Monday he drove the two from Madison and 
Clark streets to the corner of Adams and 
Loomis streets. He says that they quarreled 
coustantly and violently during the ride. They 
got out at Loomis street, aud walked about haif 
a equare north, and then immediately returned 
and entering the hack were driven to Watson's. 

„ THE WOMAN, 

The giri was known only under the name 
of ** Blauche Grey,“ and very little is known of 
her previous history. She is said to have 
once remarked, * The only relative I have in 
the world is my grandmother, who lives in the 
South, where I came from. 1 bave 
been out in the world since I was 
14 years old.” She has lived at No. 441 Clark 
street for about two years, during which time 
sbe was often absent for several weeks with 
Clowes, who had brought ber to Chicago from 
Springfield, III., where she formerly ved in 
the house of Miss Brownie,” as she is called. 
She bad been bis mistress for six years. She 
was 22 years of age. rather small. but well- 
formed, and was a very bandsome bionde. Her 
features were rather small and delicate, but 
pretty and expressive, and she was said to have 
been well educated and accom plished. 

Bianche bad said that she first became ac- 
quainted with “her Chariey” at Povria, III., 
and that he had always been her lover. 


AT CLOWES’ HOME. 

A petite, black-baired woman answered the 
reporter's ring at No. 586 West Adams street. 
et 8 o'clock this morning, and it was apparent 
she had been waiting for somebody.

It bas been stated that Charles Clowes was a 
wealthy young man. He was quite handsome, 
rather slenderly built, bad thin, far brown 
hair, a high, handsome forehead, and a neat 
dark mustache. His father died about two 
months ago, leaving bim a large sum of 
money. For some time he dad deen 
Secretary of the Riverton Alcohol Works 
at Springfield, III., and bad a great deal of 
money in the whisky pool operate. mainly by 
the well-known “Buffalo Miller” of South 
Bend, Ind., and called the Buffalo Export 
Association. His mother’s family lives at 
Hyde Park, and he was highly counected,

A KEEN-TONGUED TEXAN. 


Mr. Reagan Twits the Democrats 
for Breaking Their Necks to 
Pension Soldiers. 


A Pennsylvania Nomination Which Will 
Meet with Much Opposition in 
the Senate. 


Van Wyck’s Silver MeasureMatters of 
Interest to ths West Wired from 
Washington. 


Wasninoton, D. C., Jan, 21.—(Special.j— 
The House gave itself up to pension talk ro- 
day. The measure under consiceration was 
the widows bill increasing the amount from $8 
to $12. This was only a peg on which are hung 
the speeches of many members in favor of 
repealing the limitation clause in the Arrear- 
ages act. Several amendments and substitutes 
having this end lu view were introduced. The 
discussion was marked by several sbarp pas- 
sages, Judge Reagan of Texas read the Dem- 
ocrats a lecture for supporting peus ou legis- 
lation. Though not expressed in so many 
words, its undercurrent awas that the Dem- 
ocratio party, by nature and history, 
having nothing in common with the soldiers of 
the country, its members should not bid for 
their votes by supporting political pension leg- 
islation. The House adjourned before a vote 
was reached. Mr. Wolford of Kentucky caused 
Judge Reagan’s ire by beartily supporting the 
bill in an impassioned speech in which he 
(Wolford) was frequentiy interrupted by Mr. 
Browne of Indiana. Judge Reagan took the 
ground that only soldiers who had been dis- 
abled in the War, or widows who were the 
wives of soldiers at tne time the disabil- 
ity bad occurred, should receive pensions. 
He bad once occupied a seut in the House 
when the Arresrs act passed, and he bad seen 
Democrats urging Democrats to vote for it 
because it would give them the soldier vote, 
and Republicans urging Republicans to vote 
for it in order to get ahead of the Democrats. 
He warned members that the point might be 
reached when public opinion would revolt 
against voiing away the money of the toiling 
millions in this sort of way. He asserted that 
there were numbers of men—hbhe might say 
thousands—who were receiving pensions who 
had no more right to them than he had. He 
closed thus: 

I do not propose that members on this floor shall 
chalienge my right to express my convictions on 
great public questions. Ido not expect to defeat 
this proposiuon, but, in the name of my constit- 
vents, in the name of the taxpayers of this coun- 
try. L propose to make a protest against the uni- 
versal and indiscriminate granting of pensions to 
all men and all women who ask for them. 

Mr. Dunn of Arkansas had not expected that 
this bill would be made an omnibus one—a 
Santa Claus peus on wagon—but it seemed that 
it was to be loaded down with amendments. 
He proposed an amendment granting peasions 
to the survivors of the Mexican and Indian 
wars. 

Mr. Matson of Indiana, quoting Judge Rea- 
an's query, “What is this to come to?” 
said: “In all sindness to my friend, 1 
say that be ought to have thought about that 
long aso.“ [Applause on the Republican 
side.] Continumg. be said that the widows of 
men who bad lost their lives in defense of their 
flag ought to be provided for in a manner com- 
mensurate with the greatness of the country, 
and it did not lie in the mouth of any one to 
say that because of this little thing or that lit 
tle thing pensions should not be granted, 

Mr. Warner of Ohio offered an améndment | 
providing that this act shall apply only to wid- 
ows who were married before its passage. Re- 
jeoted—105 to 126. Mr. Cannon of Illinois also 
offerei an amendment providing that in con- 
sidering the claims of dependent parents it 
shall be only necessary to show that they are 
without means of support except by means of 
manual labor. Ruled out on a point of order. 
Mr. Townsbend of Illinois also offered an 
amendment as a substitute for Mr. Waruer's 
amendment, providing that when ar invalid 
pensioner shail die his widow or minor 
children salli be entitied to an original pen- 
sion without being required to prove that the 
death of the pensioner was due to his military 
or naval service. Mr. Townshend thought if 
a soldier who had unfortunately inourred a 
disability in the service should die, it was 
nothing more than bumane and just that the 
widow and children sbould be furnished with 
means sufficient to keep them out of the poor 
house. He believed In liberal pensions not 
only to the soldiers of the late War, but to the 
soldiers of every war in which the United 
States had been engaged. The amendment, 
however, was rejected—108 to 115. 

Mr. Cutcheon of Michigan, in speakme in 
support of the amendment, denied the right of 
the gentleman frum Texas (Mr. Reagan) to 
impugn the motive and integrity of eveiy gen- 
tleman who voted for an increase of pensions 
to the soldieas of the late War. For one he 
would vote for any measure he wished without 
asking the gentleman's permission. 

An amendment was adopted makmg it a mis- 
demeanor for any person to receive any money 
for the prosecution of any cluim arising under 
this act. 

Mr. Brown of Indiana then offered his 
amendment, repealing the limitation on the 
Arrears of Pensions act. 

Mr. Rogers of Arkansas raised the point that 
the amendment was notin order, as it con- 
tained the substance of a bill pending before 
the House. A long discussion of the point 
followed, and in order to enable the matter to 
be looked into still further the House ad- 
journed. b

The Senate Pensions Committee by a ma- 
jority vote has decided to report favorably the 
nomination of Gen. Davis as Pension Agent at 
Pulladelphia. In view of the protests of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, this action is 
important. Davis is the man who, after his 
appointment, began to fill the Philadelphia 
Pension Office with. ox-Rebels, one of whom 
had gained Natona!l notoriety by the virulenve 
of his public professions of batred to the 
Union and devotion to the Lost Cause. The 
Philadelphia posts of the G. A. R. protested 
strongiy against Davis’ confirmation, taking 
the ground that bis choice of ex-Rebeis to 
supervise the pensions of Union soldiers was 
in iteelf evidence of his unfitness for 
the position to which be was nominated. 
The majority of the Pensions Committee, it is 
stated. toek the view that it was not their 
province to go into Davis’ choice of subordi- 
pates. The Grand Army members throughout 
the country have watched the case very close- 
ly. Notwithstanding the favorable report of 
the committee it is not certain that Davis will 
be confirmed. When bis name is brought up 
in the Senate the understanding is that Gen. 
Logan will have something to sar. 

By the way, during the course of some bad- 
inage in executive session yesterday a Demo- 
cratic Senator facetiousiy expressed a with 
that the executive sessions might be beld with 
open doors.

THE MATTER OF JUDGE HAYES’ IMPEACH- 
MENT. 

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 21.—[Special.}|—The 
Hon. John Mahin of Muscatine, one of the 
committee appointed to bring the action for 
Judge Hayes’ impeachment before the Legie- 
lature, is in the city. He feels quite confident 
that the alliance can estabiish a case of mal- 
feasance, and he says that no attempt bas been 
made at Muscatine to disprove or controvert 
the charges against Hayes. He declares that bis 
committee has full proof to lay before the 
Legislature of all the charges they have made. 
When asked to classify these charges on which 
impeachment is asked he arranges them as 
follows: 

1. Judge Hayes has put a premium upon false- 
hood by applying heavier penalties on men in- 
dicted when they plead guilty than when they 
plead not guilty. The only apparent object of the 
Judge in doing this was to put an extra fee in the 
pockets of the District- Attorney. 

2. Me has placed merely nominal fines on liquor 
sellers, the rate latterly being $5 in each case, thus 
changing the law from prohibition to one of iow 
license. 

3. He has refused to abate nuisances, for the 
keeping of which men were indicted, as Sec. 1,543 
of the code expressly requires him to do. He bas 
attempted to expiain this by saymg another and 
different action is necessary to abate a nuisance, 
but this explanation does not explain. 

4. He has neglected to pronounce sentence in 
open court as the law requires, but allowed con- 
victed saloonkeepers to go to the Clerk's office 
when it has been convenient to them and pay the 
$5 fine and costs, when the Clerk entered sentence, 
dating it back to the time when court was in ses- 
sion. 

5. He has publicly declared that the law could 
be evaded by bogus injunctions and otherwise, and 
said that aur lawyer who can’t drive four yoke of 
oxen through any one of the thousand holes in 
that law ought never to put out his shingie.”’ 

6. He has given charges to juries in regard to 
evidence which shut off nearly every means for 
obtaining testimony against salounkeepers for the 
Offense of selling: ruling, for instance, that the 
buyer is equally guilty with the seller, and that he 
criminates himself by testifying; that a willing wit- 
ness is an accomplice and his testimony must be 
corroborated; and, further, that if the witness has 
been employed to buy for the puspose of testifying 
he is to be indicted with those who employed bim 
for conspiracy.

A MONKEY-AND-PARROT TIME AT ALBANY. 

Auvpany, N. V., Jan. 21.—[Special.|—A cau- 
cus of the Republican Senators this afternoon 
decided to reject Gov.

It was 
also vuted that all nominations of the Govern- 
or should be oonsidered iu caucus before be- 
ing acted on.

ANNAPOLIS, Ma., Jan. 21.—(Special. |}—Henry 
Lloyd of Cambridge, by the power ot Boss 
Gorman made Governor of Maryland to fill the 
unexpired term of Minister McLane, was to- 
day inaugurated. Gorman was not present at 
the ceremony, but with several of his Wash- 
ington friends came down this evening and at- 
tended the brilliant reception at the Guberna- 
torial Mansion.

Company C of the Tenth Regiment is ready 
to march ata moment's notice. The rout of 
the rioters yesterday has bad a very satis 
factory effect, however, and their services may 
not be needed, ag no trouble has occurred at 
any point this morning. 

A Connellsville special says: In anticipation 
of the present strike, the coke operators bad 
seoured several car-loads of fresh Hungarians 
in New York, but they stopped them yesterday 
at Confluence, in Somerset County, on the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad, through fear of 


trouble if they were brought on to the coke re- 


gion. The citizens of Confluence would not 
allow them to alight from the cars there, 
whereupon they were taken back to Rockwood 
and quartered, Ifthe operators bring them 
into this region to take the place of the men 
now on strike it ig feared there will be an out- 
break that will surpass in magnitude and char- 
acter any that bas yet happened. 

The Sheriff captured five more Hungarians 
this mdérning and then left for the Dunbar con- 
vention, to be ready in the event of an out- 
break. 

Twenty additional uniformed police left this 
city for Mount Pieasaut this morning. 

THE SITUATION SOMEWHAT MORE HOPEFUL. 

The convention of striking miners and coke 
drawers at Dunbar this afternoon was attend- 
ed by over 1,000 delegatés from ali parts of 
the coke region. The gathering was entbu- 
siastic but orderly, and the sentiment was 
unanimously in favor of a continuance of the 
struggie. The delegates reported all the works 
closed down but three, and committees were 
appointed to visit these and prevail upon the 
men to join in the strike. 

The situation tovight is hopeful so far as 
further riotous demonstrations are concerned. 
Quiet reigned at all points today, and it is 
thought that the Sheriff, with his present force 
of deputies and the uniformed police from 
this city, will be sufficient to quell any 
disturbanoe. There 1s some little fear, how- 
ever, that an outbreak will occur Saturday, 
when the strikers are paid and the various 
companies attempt to evict them. 


Max Schamberg, the Hungarian Consul in 


this city, in speakimg of the recent riots said: 

These men are ve diferent from American 
workmen, because do not understand Ameri- 
can lews and cannot speak the language of the 
country. They have been wronged without a doubt. 
They have asked for a check-weighmap and the 
abolition of the store-order system. Both requests 
have been refused, although the laws compel the 
companies to do just what was asked of them. I 
know some men who Were told they would get $1.60 
a day. They worked three weeks and got #4 
each after their lodging had been deducted by 
the company. Uniess something is done to 
prevent further imposition on the men there will 
be grave troubie. Lwould suggest that the coke 
operators appointa committed who can confer with 
a committee from the strikers. With the aid of in- 
terpretors some peaceable settlement of the ques- 
tions at issue would be obtained.

MILWAUKEB, Wis., Jan. 21.—|Special. |—The 
scene on the Chamber of Commerce floor today 
was one that had not been witnessed for a long 
time. The failure of J. B. Oliver & Co. caused 
the excitement. No reliable statement as to 
the firm’s liabilities can yet be made. The fig- 
ures are estimated all the way from $25,000 to 
$100,000. Oliver & Oo.’s indebtedness with 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce men is very 
light, probabiy not above $3,000. Their heav- 
jest accounts are in New York, with good round 
sums against them at Chicago. A number of 
their trades on the Milwaukee Chamber of 
Commerce floor have been transferred, so that 
the traders will experience no annoyance or 
loss. The downward turn in J. B. Oliver & 
Co. s finances can be dated from the famous 
“Oliver wheat corner at St. Louis in 1882, 
where the gentiemen were compelled to accept 
alow price in the settlement of trades upon 
which the market price would have given them 
large profits. Since that time there has been a 
steady drain upon their bank deposits. The 
firm is one of the few which have passed safely 
through the finanolal cyclones of the last 
twenty years, having since 1866 until yester- 
day promptly met every claim. 


[O. M. Favorite, Abram Poole, and D. Eggleston, 
who were reported to be losers by the Oliver fail- 
ure, were seen yesterday afternoon, They pro- 
fessed the kindest feeling for the Milwaukee ürm.

THE BIG UPERATORS, 


WHAT WAS DONE BY THE NATIONAL BOAKD 
OF TRADE YESTERDAY—THE ILLINOIS 
DELEGATES. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special. |— 
The IIlinois delegates have not so far taken an 
active partin the proceedings of the National 
Board of Trade. There has been too much 
talk to suit them. Most.of the Hastern mem- 
bers had carefully prepared speeches which 
had to be delivered. This was iUlus- 
trated in the arguments before the 
House Judiciary Committee today. These were 
very able and exhaustive essays, Dut a few ten- 
minute speeches would have made a much 
stronger impression. Murry Nelson, by a few 
common-sense questions and practical sugges- 
tions, shed more light on the subject than 
all the other speakers. The American hog 
was not disoussed at either this afternoon’s or 
this evening's meeting, because reciprocity and 
kindred matters claimed attention. Tomorrow 
is the last day of the gathering. The hog ques- 
tion will probably be briefly discussed by J. C. 
Hately, State Senator Clough, and one 
or two others from Chicago. The position 
taken will probably be in favor of some meag- 
ures like Dunbam’s Meat-Inspection bill, which 
provides for the appointment of a commission 
by the President, whose certificate will be a 
guarantee in foreign markets. A retaliatory 
policy will aiso be outlined by recommending 
that the President be given power to 
provide for the inspection of adulterated 
wines, etc., which are sought to be imported 
from abroad. Some opposition may be de- 
veloped to this program, but it will probably 
carry. A report on inter-State commerce 
will be presented by Mr. Pope of Chi- 
cago. While the principle of Senator Cul- 
lom’s bill will be recognized, some amendments 
and modifications will be suggested which 
seem to bring the regulation of transportation 
rates to a more practical basis. The Chicago 
delegates bave taken only a passive interest in 
the bankruptcy talk, and it bas beeu privately 
stated that there is not the same demand for 
such a measure as exists in the East. Still, 
they bave avoided throwing any obstacles in 
the way of the men who want bankruptcy ieg- 
islation. 

The board adopted the follow: 

Resolved, That we favor reciprocity treaties with 
the Dominion of Canada and the Republics pf Mex- 
ico and San Domingo, provided that they truly 
reciprocial in their provisions.

WHEREAS, The Supreme Courtof the United 
States has declared unconstitutional the laws of 
the several States and Territories under which. 
taxes or licenses are imposed on commercial trav- 
lers from one State or Territory to anether; and 

WHEREAS, Notwithstanding the said decision, the 
said States and Térritories continue to exact or 
permit the towns or villages within their limits to 
exact licenses, to arrest, and in other ways to dn- 
noy citizens of other States or Territories selling 
goods therein; therefore, 

Resolved, That itis the duty of Congress to enact 
such a law as shall preserve the rights contem- 
plated by the Constitution among the citizens of 
the several States and Territories. 

Tue board then took up the subject of the 
improvement of the Columbia River and its 
tributaries from the sea to the bead of naviga- 
tion. Senator Dolph introduced the subject 
and was followed by ex-Sepator Corbitt at 
some length. In closing he introduced the 
following: 

Resolved, By the National Board of Trade, that 
we recognize the improvement of the Columbia 
River and its tributaries as recommended by the 
Engineer Department as a work that commends 
itesif to our judgment as a wise and judicious 
measure that should receive liberal appropriation 
and support from the National Government.

New York, Jan. 21.—ISpeotal.— The World's 
Washington special says: 
cently receivéd here says that Mr. Blaine in 
the second volume of his. book takes strong 
grounds in favor of the continuance of silver 
coinage. This piece of news has been bailed 
with great delight by silver people—Democrats 
as well as Kepublicans. The correspondent of 
the World this afternoon interviewed a num- 
ber of Mr. Biaine’s personal friends here 
to discover how correct was this 
report. Mr. Reed of Maine said that 
be had never heard anything upon the subject 
from Mr. Blaine. Unless Mr. Blaine had 
changed the financial views as expressed by 
him in Congress there was good reason to be- 
lieve the report. He, bowever, had no per 
sonal knowledge upon the subject. 

Senator Hale of Maine said that he had had 
frequent conversations with Mr. Blaine during 
the fall reiating to different subjects treated in 
his book, but that the financial subject bad not 
been mentioned. He could not deny or affirm 
the report. 

On looking up Mr. Blaine’s record, however, 
he is found to be a very pronounced advocate 
of bimetaliism. Jan. 24, 1878, when he was a 
member of the Senate, be introduced a Silver 
bill, the substance of which was as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That silver bullion may be de- 
posited at any comage mint, or at the Assay Office 
in the City of New Yorz, for returns in su- 
ver dollars of 425 grains standard 
such rate or price per standard as 
may from time to time be fixed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. t and which shall correspond as ex- 
actly as possible with the market rate, and bullion 
thus placed shall. in addition to other require! 
coinage authorized by the existing law, be coined 
without delay to the full capacity of the mints. 

Sec. 2 provides that the proceeds of such 
coinage shall be covered into the United States 
Treasury. 

Sec. 8 makes silver a legal-tender up to $5. 
For sums above that dedtors can offer half 
silver and half gold in payment. 

Sec. 4 says fine or standard gold and silver 
bars bearing the stamp of any coinage mint or 
of the assay-office at New York for their 
stamped value, which sball be their coin- 
age rate respectively, and coin certificates 
shall be redeemed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury on demand at the office of the As 
sistant Treasurer in New York in coin or 
stamped bars of the buliion deposited at his 
option. 

In the official organ at that time there was 
printed an informal interview with Mr. Blaine 
in which occurred the following paragraph: 

Mr. Blaine in conversation does not hesitate to 
express his opinion that the United States cannot 
afford to maintain a single gold standard; that this 
country is a large producer of silver and ought @ 
utilize the metal in its currency, and that to 
attempt to get along with a gold standard will be 
followed first by a dangerous depression in values 
and next byasti!l more dangerous intiation of 
values on account of a wild rush for unlimited pa- 
per issues, which would certainly take place. 

Feb. 8 ip the same year Mr. Blaine made an 
elaborate speech in favor of silver. This speech 
was prepared and read from manuecript.- In 
this speech he advocated bimetallism 
and the coinage of a siiver dollar of 
425 grains. He said at that time that Congress 
bad no more power to demonetize silver than 
it had gold. He said further that Congress bad 
in its power to force Europe to remonetize sil- 
ver. “Until Europe remonetizes silver, said 
he, Congress cannot afford to go as low as 
412% grains,“ and if Europe should remonetize 
be held that it could not go above 400 grains in 
coinage of silver dollars. He also advocated 
the payment of the bonds in silver coin, pro- 
vided that silver coin were made the equivalent 
of the gold dollar. 

There is, however, no good authority tor the 
deciaration that Mr. Blaine will advance these 
same Views in bis book. 


MRS. STEWART MUST PAY. 

The jury brought in a verdict this morning 
in the Kings County Supreme Court, Brooklyn, 
in the case dt Thomas H. Stringham against 
Mrs. A. T. Stewart. The action was brought 
to recover $50,000 damages from Mra. Stewart 
for injuries Stringham received while in her 
employ at the farm at Garden City, Long Is“ 
and, by the fall of an elevator in the store- 
house. The machinery of the elevator was out 
of order. The plaintiff was in it and sustained 
vermanent injuries. He recovered a verdict 
of $30,000 on the first trial; the second trial 
wae dismissed. The Court of Appeals sent it 
back for retrial, and that bas just been conclud- 
ed. The jury gave the plaintiff $42,500, and the 
court allowed the counsel an extra allowance 
of $2,000. The counsel for Mrs. Stewart moved 
for a new trial, but the court denied the mo- 
tion. A stay of thirty days was allowed. 

THE BALL OF THE OLD GUARD. 

The Old Guard ball, which took place this 
evening in the Metropolitan Opera-House, was 
one of the most brilliant ever given by the 
organization. Long before 10:30 o'clock there 
was a line of carriages stretching nearly four 
blocks down Broadway and every one bad in it 
a goodly load of guests. Inside the building 
everything was light and color. The scene set 
on the stage represented a solid military de- 
tense of heavy masonry and was labeled, 
Fort MeLean.“ In the entrance of this Maj. 
George W. McLean, the commander of the Old 
Guard, received the guests of the organization. 

A short time before 11 o'clock Gilmore’s 
Band burst inte a grand march and a long pro- 
cession of ladies and gentlemen, headed by 
Maj. McLeau and Mrs. Commodore Chandler, 
wound ma sinuous line around the floor. Then 
an officer waved his hand, Bernstein's Orches- 
tra played the opening measures of Strauss' 
„ Quadrille Militaire,” the procession broke 
up into sets, and the ball opened. After the 
fourth dance the Old Guard and all the visiting 
military and naval gentlemen formed in line 
and marched up and down the floor.

Tur Executive Committee of tbe Irish-

under consideration was a plan for extending 
the organization so as to embrace all the 
small towns of the Union. Several of the 
members said that the Queen’s message 
meant nothing at all—that it was mere blus- 
ter. Coercion would not be tried, and if it 
were attempted would fail. 


Why not tell the truth about this abstract 
contract? Tue Trisune has no interest in 
the matter which will not be promoted by 
having the truth told. Tar Trisune does 
not now, nor never has, advocated the leasing 
of the books to private firms. We have 
never believed in anything of the kind, But 
there are a number of sound reasons why the 
County Recorder should not be given the job 
of completing the books for a lump sum of 
$50,000, without competition, on ex-parte 
testimony. 

First—Such a contract would be unlawful. 
The Constitution of the State of Illinols con- 
tains this provision, Art. X, Sec, 9: 

The - Recorder of Deeds of Cook 


County shall receive as the only compensation 
tor bis services a salary to be fixed by law. 


This provision was inserted in the Consti- 
tution for the express purpose of preventing 
the payment of extras to County Re- 
corders under the thin guise of contracts.“ 
The Recorder is now paid $1,000 additional 
salary for taking care of the abstract books, 
but such a thing as a $50,000 contract with 
him for indexing the records was never 
contemplated by the framers of the Constitu- 
tion. It would be contrary to public policy 
and a dangerous precedent. 7 

Second—We are informed and believe that 
the work can be done for less than one-half 
what the Recorder proposes to charge for it. 
in this connection the following letter will be 
of interest: 

CHrIcaGo, Jan. 21.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
In substantiation of your statement that the 
proposed appropriauon of $50,000 for the ex- 
tension of the tract indices in the Recorder's 
office must be a “job” it is only necessary to 
refer to facts. From 1874 to 1878—a period 
when the largest number of deeds was filed— 
two clerks at a salary of $1,200 per year each 
posted the daily deeds in the tract indices. It 
is but fifteen years since the fire, and as it is 
admitted that about one- half —or seven years— 
of the trausferrmg bas been done, this would 
leave eight yearsto be written up. If two 
clerks could post the daily deeds and compare 
them, certainly two clerks and one comparer 

hovld be sufficient to transfer the work re- 
aining to be done for eight years (which ia 
much easier than posting the daily deeds). 

This would give a result as follows: 
clerks at $1,000 each per year, $2,000—ecignt 
years, $16,000; one comparer at $1,500 per year 
eight years $12,000; total, $28,000. This is a 
liberal estimate, for the work should be and 
could be done by the same force in from one- 

naif to two-thirds of the time computed. 

CLERK. 

Third—We have not been able to obtain 
from any considerable number of real-estate 
dealers or lawyers a statement that the ab- 
stract books, if completed, would be of sub- 
stantial value to the county or to the public. 
We have often asked for such a statement, 
and it has never been forthcoming. 

Why has this agitation about the abstract 
books arisen? Why should the County Board 
make a contract,“ largely speculative in its 
nature, with the County Recorder to doa 
certain piece of work which, if contracted for 
at all, might and should be let out after due 
competition to the lowest responsible bidder ? 
The County Board may retain control of the 
work, but is Scribner the only man who can 
do it, and is $50,000 the only sum for which 
itcan be done? We should like more light 
on these points. 

The natural and simple course to adopt 
would be to authorize the Recorder to em- 
ploy a sufficient clerical force to complete the 
indices; and it is because this course has not 
been adopted but a scheme for appropriating 
a lump sum of $50,000 has, with curious per- 
sistency, been urged upon the board that we 
have said and now believe the proposition is 
a shameful job“ which, if consummated, 
will disgrace every man actively connected 
with it. 


SOME FRIENDS AND ENEMIES OF 
THE ELECTION LAW. 

In looking over the field and discussing the 
several stages through which the Election 
law passed prior to the recent decision, it 
must be admitted that one of the most critic- 
al periods was when Prendergast’s bogus 
cases were rushed into the Supreme Court 
to forestall any action by the people. The 
plan then adopted by the enemies of election 
reform was substantially the same as that 
which led to the disgraceful partisan de- 
cisions in Michigan and Ohio, and it was de- 
feated only by the strenuous exertions of Mr. 
Adair and the other lawyers who made the 
first struggle in the Supreme Court on behalf 
of the law. It must have been an extremely 
careless, ill-informed reader who could infer 
from Tue Trisune’s characterization of 
these cases as bogus” that Mr. Adair’s part 
therein was not one of high credit. The 
cases were all the more dangerous from the 
fact that they were bogus. There was 
nothing left but to meet the enemies of elec- 
tion reform on ‘heir own ground and fight 
them to some extent with their own weapons, 
and in so doing Mr. Adair rendered valued 
service. Fortunately the Ohio-Michigan 
plan did not work in Illinois. Halt the 
struggle was won with the defeat of the 
original conspiracy to cut off action by the 
people, strangle the law in the courts, and 
pronounce it still-born. 

While ample and ungrudging credit is 
awarded all the friends of the Election law

public mind is thoroughly aroused and kept 
awake, Thus it can be shown that Mackin 
with his fine-work and Harrison as 
the beneficiary of election frauds and 
defendant in the Mayoralty contest con- 
tributed in their respective ways toward 
the reform of the election laws. Tas Trrs- 
UNE is gratified to learn, even from such a 
source, that its exertions had something to do 
with the favorable result in the Supreme 
Court and is disposed to congratulate all its 
co-laborers who assisted in the work, witting- 
ly or unwittingly, directly or indirectly. 

The struggie is over and the enemies of 
election reform should prepare to accept the 
inevitable. Doubtless there will be some 
friction in putting the new system into opera- 
tion and points will be discovered that need 
change. A practical test will show just 
where amendments are needed, and as the 
Legislature will meet within nine months 
after the first trial of the law it will be easy 
to make all necessary modifications. The 
new law has come to stay, and if it develops 
any hardships when first put into execution 
they will be speedily corrected. 


DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION TO BAY- 
ARD. 

Though he has not yet completed his first 
year in the Cabinet the Secretary of State 
has succeeded not only in making himself un- 
popular with his political opponents but 
thoroughly disliked by many in his own 
party. If he has succeeded in doing this in 
the first year, it may well be asked how 
much farther he will go in the same direction 
during the next three. The trouble with the 
Secretary seems to grow out of his lack of 
personal responsibility to his party and his 
utter contempt for popular sentiment. His 
long proprietorship of the little pocket bor- 
ough of Delaware and the freedom of action 
engendered by the sense of absolute posses- 
sion seem to have filled him with the idea of 
ownership of the United States and to have 
encouraged him in the same display of disre- 
gard of popular and party opinion as Secre- 
tary of State which he manifested towards 
his little bailiwick of Delaware as a Senator. 

The Secretary commenced his career of 
mistakes with the appointment of Kelley to 
Italy in the interests of Barbour, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for United States Senator 
from Virginia. Knowing that he was not 
acceptable to the Italian Government and be- 
mg rebuffed there, he tried to palm him off 
on Austria, knowing that he would not be 
acceptable there either. Even when it was 
apparent to his own party that Keiley was 
not the proper man for either post, he had to 
give vent to loud and undignified clamor 
against Austria tor exercising her manifest 
privilege of rejecting him, just as our own 


Government would have rejected an unfit man 


from Austria. Not content with the Keiley 
affair, he followed it up with several more 
unfit appointments, which have already given 
rise to unfavorable comment on all sides. To 
pay off his indebtedness to young Perry Bel- 
mont for his services in his behalf during the 
Chicago Convention, where he was a rival 
candidate to that delicate duck Cleveland 
for the Presidency, he secured the removal 
of Gov. Curtin from the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Forgign Relations, which he 
had filled so ably and for which he was so 
well fitted, and gave it to Belmont, who, it 
is needless to say, is not fitted for it. Such 
a direct affront as this has still further in- 
tensified the prejudice against him in his 
own party. 

Upon the heels of all these blunders now 
comes Mr, Bayard with his subserviency to 
her Majesty's Government in the matter of 
the fisheries agreement, and brings the New 
England Democracy down upon him like an 
avalanche. The memorandum arrangement 
entered into between him and the British 
Minister, and sanctioned by the President, by 
which a treaty which has always been inju- 
rious to our fishermen was continued six 
months longer without authority from the 
Senate, was made in the face of a memorial 
adopted by the American Fishing Union, in 
the face of athorough explanation of the sit- 
uation made to him by competent representa- 
tives of that union and their most earnest re- 
monstrances against the renewal, afd in the 
face of his own declarations made in a letter 
to the Hon. Richard 8. Spofford only a month 
before the date of the agreement, in which 
he says: The Executive has no power to 
extend the time fixed by Congress for the 
termination of the fishery clauses of the 
“treaty of Washington. Our fishermen, 
“like the rest of their fellow-countrymen, 
must prepare to obey the law proclaimed 
dy the President in January last.” One 
month later he appends his signature to an 
agreement with the British Minister contain- 
ing the following among other provisions: 


Agreement between the United States and 
Great Britain respect the ries, oon- 
“ee June 22, 1885: * *

The stinging Richmond paper in the 
North American Review and the trenchant 
Spofford letters, each written from a Demo- 
cratic standpoint, also voice the growing 
hostility in the ranks to the Delaware states- 
man. 


4 DEFECT IN THE CULLOM BILL, 

In its report to the Senate the Cullom com- 
mittee says: It the law as it now stands, 
and as it has over and over again been in- 


„ terpreted by the courts, in relation to the 


‘* legal status and duties of railroads towards 
the public, were enforced, there would be 
no occasion for either the States or the Na- 
“tional Government to take any action.” 
But for the very reason that the law as to 
common carriers is not and cannot be en- 
forced by the courts as against powerful rail- 
road monopolies, some further means of reg- 
ulation become necessary. One of the wit- 
nesses who testified before the Cullom com- 
mi put the whole matter in a nutshell 
when sald: The ordinary courts are 
open theoretically but they are closed prac- 
‘“* tically to the individual man who has a 
** grievance.” The ordinary shipper can bet- 
ter afford to pay an unlawful charge or sub- 
mit to an unjust discrimination than attempt 
to contest the matter in the courts with a 
railroad corporation. However certain he 
may be of a verdict his expenses and attor- 
neys’ fees will leave him poorer in the end. 
The ‘“‘small-fisted dealer or shipper” sub- 
mits quietly to railroad extortions and dis- 
criminations, and there is practically no law 
for his protection. Theoretically there is 
law enough, but it cannot be enforced when 
there is no equality between the parties. 

Wealthy firms and individuals are able to 
protect themselves in some degree from rail- 
road abuses. They can afford to combine 
and fight their cases through to the courts of 
last resort, If the expense should exceed 
the amount in immediate controversy the 
precedent may be of such value that the con- 
testants are great gainers. Strong firms, in- 
dividuals, and combinations of private persons 
can make such a formidable contest against 
a railroad that the corporations always pre- 
fer to levy their unlawful exactions on small 
shippers and others who are unable to make 
resistance. It is a rare case that an in- 
dividual will make a contest or even file a 
complaint in regard to an overcharge of a 
few cents on a passenger fare, and yet in this 
way corporations are able to heap up thou- 
sands in Illegally-gotten gains. The same 
thing is true to a greater extent of freight 
charges. In all such cases the. law if it 
could be enforced would pronounce the over- 
charge sheer robbery, but the courts are 
open theoretically but closed practically to 
**the individual man.“ 

The Cullom committee recognized the fact 
that the chief need is the enforcement of the 
law between the people and the common car- 
riers, but in its scheme tor a commission 
neglected to provide one of the best means 
for reaching that end. Why not make ail 
the expert evidence collected by the commis- 
sion in respect to the cost of railroad service 
and the reasonableness of charges free for 
the use of private litigants? The expense 
and difficulty of securing such proofs operate 
to defeat many just claims. It is one of the 
functions of a railroad commission to secure 
full and complete evidence as to all such 
facts, but these collations of expert testimony 
are not available in an ordinary lawsuit with- 
out a special provision to that effect, An 
amendment to the Cullom bill which would 
put the railroads and ordinary litigants on 
an equality in respect to their ability to se- 
cure this kind of testimony would contribute 
strongly toward a better enforcement of the 
law in the courts. Such an amendment 
would apply to the difficulty which the com- 


mittee recognizes as so urgent, but for which | 


it failed to provide. 


THE QUEEN'S SPEECH, 

Queen Victoria yesterday opened Parlia- 
ment in person amid imposing pageantry 
which must have been peculiarly gratifying 
to the Tories. Her speech, as usual, is brief, 
but it has not the usual commonplace tone to 
it. Foreign affairs appear to be satisfactory. 
The settlement of the Afghan boundary is 
looked upon as final and as likely to insure 
the continuance of peace in Central Asia. 
The war against Burmah is justified, as well 
as its annexation to the British Empire, as the 
most certain method of insuring peace, 
though a more exact statement of the situa- 
tion would have defended the incorporation 
of Burmah from a commercial standpoint 
and in the interests of humanity and civiliza- 
tion. The reference to the East Roumelian 
affair is not very definit. It is confined to 
the bare statement that her object in the 
“negotiations which followed the out- 
„break had been to bring the in- 
“habitants of that country, according 
„to their wish, under the Prince ot Bul- 
„ garia’s rule, while maintaining unimpaired 
„the essential rights of the Sultan.” Noth- 
ing is said of the substantial failure of these 
negotiations, of the discontent which exists 
in the Balkan provinces and in Greece, or 
of the constantly-increasing frictien in the 
relations-of Austria and Russia. We hear 
nothing of the want of success of the new 
British Commissioner to Egypt in arranging 
matters with Turkey, which is evidently 
holding off until it finds definitly what Gov- 
ernment is going to be in power. Arrange- 


ments made with the Marquis of Salisbury, 


who believes in the permanent occupation of 
Egypt, probably would not be recognized by 
Mr, Gladstone if he were to come into power. 
He believes in the evacuation of the country. 
Should Mr. Parnell take it into his head to 
upset the Turies there would remain the same 
doubt as to England’s position in the Balkan 
affair, Mr. Gladstone being a firm friend of 
Bulgaria and Greece as well as an equally 
firm enemy of the unspeakable Turk.“ 

In the matter of internal affairs the most 
important question to which reference is 
made is the condition of Ireland. The speech 
defines the attitude of the Government in 
very general terms. As might have been ex- 
pected, the Queen deprecates the attempt 
which has been made to overthrow the legis- 
lative union between Ireland and Great 
Britain and declares herself ‘‘ resolutely op- 
„ posed to any disturbance of that fundamen- 
„tal law”’—a position in which she will un- 
questionably be supported by the large ma- 
jority of Parliament. Whatever measure of 
home rule may be ultimately conceded, or by 
whatever party, upon the question of the 
preservation of the legislative union between 
Ireland and the Empire there will be sub- 
stantial unity. So far, however, as suggest- 


crimes. Further than this, she declares: 
I. as my information leads me to appre- 
hend, the existing provisions of the law 
“should prove to be inadequate to cope 
with these growing evils, I shall look with 
confidence to your willingness to invest 
my Government with all the necessary 
„powers.“ Recommendations such as these, 
however, are not likely to make the situa- 
tion any more pacific. Coercion has never 
been of any avail in Ireland. On the other 
hand, the National party has always thriven 
on persecation. The Irish will continue to 
make their demands, and, as political major- 
ities now stand, the party refusing to grant 
them is likely to go out of power at once. 
As Mr. Parnell maintains a very discreet 
silence, as Mr. Gladstone does not commit 


‘himself further than to declare he will sup- 


port any proposal for dealing with Irish 
grievances which is satisfactory, and as Lord 
Salisbury may not be in power a week longer, 
in which case he will go before the people 
again, it is idle to speculate on the outcome 
of the situation. ‘Time will very soon tell. 


Tae New York Herald avers that some 
weeks ago Tue Curcaco TRIBUNE was 
suddenly converted te silver views, and 
began, to the surprise of some of its readers, 
to oppose the suspension of coinage.” The 
readers of this paper well know that it has 
undergone no change of opinion in respect 
to the silver coinage. A temperate, judi- 
cious advocacy of suspension, telling the 
truth decently and in order, might have in- 
duced the people to take that step as a pru- 
dential measure and mainly for the purpose 
of holding gold in the United States and in- 
tensifying its appreciation in Europe se as to 
force England and Germany to remon- 
etize silver by international agreement. 
The. surest means of reaching such 
a result would be to keep En- 
gland and Germany with their noses 
on the grindstone of gold monometallism, 
and hence the friends of silver in this coun- 
try might consistently favor suspension as a 
step towards, international remonetization. 
The gold fanatics at once seized on the prop- 
osition and converted it to their own use. 
They favored the destruction of silver money 
rather than suspension of its coinage, and it 
was soon clear that their real purpose was to 
contract the currency and increase the burden 
of debts and mortgages. The question was 
put on anew footing altogether when the 
New York Admmistration took the field 
with Cleveland favoring suspension of the 
coinage, Manning declaring that the green- 
backs ought to be retired, and Jordan urging 
the destruction of gold and silver certificates. 
The people of the West will never consent 
to suspension as a step in the preposterous 
program of the goldite Administration, nor 
will they give an inch when Wall street is 
disposed to take a mile. 


Silver and Gold. 


We should be glad to see astatement of our 
able contemporary’s reasons for upholding the 
honesty and the policy of silver payments upon the 
public debt.— Boston Herald. 


If the editor of the Herald has preserved a 
file of the Sun his desire can easily be gratified. 
Briefly stated, our position is that the public 
debt being in terms payable either in silver or 
in gold, the debtor may bonestly pay it in sil- 
ver. In addition, we contend that the silver 
dollar, even at its bullion value, bas as mueh 
purchasing power as the gold dollar had at the 
period when our public debt was contracted, 
and is therefore an honest equivalent for it, 
Finally, as a matter of fact, the silver dollar at 
present is the full equal of tue gold dollar in 
every respect, and is likely to remain 80 for 
some years to come.—New York Sun.

In the House of Commons Mr. Connelly, 
Nationalist member for Lougford, gave notice

The opposition would ren- 
der Lord Salisbury every assistance and grant 
bim every indulgence in connection with the 
settlement of the Roumelian and Burmese 
questons, In regard to Ireland, Mr. Glaastone 
said be wished the Queen's speech bad been 
more explicit. He was convinced that only a 
gentle and conciliatory handling of the Irish 
question would be effectual.

Mr. Giadstone said that in secking a re- 
election be was mainiy guided by a wish to 
proceed with proposals in regard to both the 
legisiative and the social position of ‘Ireland. 
Only the Government, however, was able to 
dot in such a matter He believing it would 
be mischievous to do so, did not intend to 
introduce proposals of his own, but he would 
reserve his opinion. He weuld also reserve 
bis decision whether to alter or to add to the 
proposals embodied in his election maaifesto. 
He pleaded for a patient hearing of the opin- 
ions of the Irish Nationalists. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Besch, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, thanked Mr. Gladstone for bis 
kindly words. He challenged the opposition 
to come toa decision in regard to their atti- 
tude toward the unity of the Empire. If they 
disagreed with the Government, he said, let 
them move an amendment to the address in 
reply to the Queen's speech. If they agreed 
with the Government, they should declare so. 
If the majority of the House so wished, the 
present government would remain in office. 
He humbiy and earnestly asked ali the mem- 
bers to whatever party they belonged, to sup- 
port the Government in order to enable it to 
conduct the affairs of the country. Cheers. 

He said that it was boycotting and not agrarian 
crime that bad increased in Ireiand. The new 
Chief Secretary for Ireland would consider the 
question whether the ordinary powers were 
sufficient or whether special powers would be 
needed to suppress boycotting. 

Mr. Parnell said that he had always believed

He wished the House to clearly understand, 
however, that it would be impossibie for the 
present Government ever to sanction any Irish 
Pariiament. He added that the Government 
would be prepared, when the proper time ar- 
rived, with a scheme to improve local govern- 


ment in Ireiand. 
COMMENT. 


The Government has no Irish policy. Both 
the Queen's and Lord Salisbury’s speeches con- 
firm this fact. Each alleged Government meas- 
ure thus far made public bas undoubtedly been 
a tentative feeler and the response from the 
messes bas never warranted its adoption. A 
dignified contemplation of tne subject anda 
determination to meanwhile upbold the majes- 
ty of the law is about as far as Lord Salispury 
und his colleagues have succeeded in gettine. 
In political circles tonight the belief is wide- 


spread that the position of the 
Government was found to be 60 
difficult in face of the forces 


which opposed it that the propounding of a 
definit Irish policy at this time would be sheer 
folly. Hence none was offered either from the 
throne or by the Prime Minister. The safety 
of the Ministry lies in delay, and the appoint- 
ment of the Rt.-Hon. William Henry Smith to 
the post of Chief Secretary for Iréiand, already 
semiofficially announced, furnishes a plausible 
excuse for the tactics which bave been decided 
upon by the Tories. It is an open secret that 
the magistrates and the county inspectors of 
police in Ireland have already report- 
ed almost overwhelmingly in favor of 
a partial renewal of the Coercion act. Mr. 
Smith, when he takes office, ought to analyze 
these reports in a week; but, acting under the 
instructions of his chief, he will probably pore 
over them fora month. Meanwhile the Gov- 
ernment will make a gigantic effort to force 
certain reforms of procedure through the 
House of Commons in the hope that should 
these measures be adopted it will be an enay 
matter through their operation to muzzle the 
Parneliites when the storm comes. 

In the lobbies of the House tonight the 
situation in the licht of today’s developments 
is being widely discussed. Many Tories cyni- 
cally bint that Salisbucy's “delay” policy is 
excetient, and that when the full program is 
disclosed the Irish quesuon will assume an en- 
tirely new aspect to English eyes. Liberals 
assert that the Tories are ungrateful and that 


they have broken faith with taeir 
quasi supporters in the late elections. 
They, however, express little sympathy 


fur Parnell. “The one clova which bangs 
over the Empire, as the Duke of Abercorn 
put it when sveaking of Ireland in bis motion 
for the address in reply to the Queen's speech, 
“ seems to cast its shadow on Tories and Lib- 
erais alike, and both are apparently befogged 
by its denstty. It is estimated that the debate 
on the address will ocoupy ten days. The Par- 
nellites are said to have determined on adopt- 
ing tactics somewhat similar to those of the 
Government, and that they also will play a 
waiting game.

TICKLED BREWERS. 


The State Should Pay for the Beer- 
Making Property It Has Made 
Useless. 


Such, at Least, Is tke Opinion of Judge 
Brewer His Views in 
Fall. 


Tora, Kas., Jau. 21.—/Special.|—Judge 
Brewer today filed a lengthy opinion in the case 
brought by Jobn Walruff of Lawrence for the 
removal of certain proceedings commenced 


’ against bim in Douglas County to the United 


States Circuit Court. The Judge says: 


The facts upon which the foundation question tn 
this case rests are few and simple. Between 1870 
and 1874 the defendants constructed a brewery in 
Lawrence, Kas. The building, machinery, and fixt- 
ures were designed and for the making of 
beer and nothing else, for which purpose they 
are worth $50,000; for any other puspose, not 
to exceed $5,000. At the time of the erection of the 
building, and up to 1880. the meking Of beer was as 
legal and as free from tax, license, or other re- 
striction as the milling of four in thatyear. A 
constitutional amendment was adopted probibiting 
the manufacture of beer except for medicinal, 
scientific, and mechanical purposes. 1881 and 


In 1 
1885 laws were enacted to carry this prohibition 


into effect. Under these laws „ permit was 
essential for the manufacture for the er- 
cepted purposes to the defendants. This 


permit was refused. An injunction was 
thereupon sued out from the District Court en- 
j oilming defendants absolutely from the manufac- 
ture of beer. Thus, in strict conformity to the 
laws of the State, the defendants are prohibited 
from using their property for the purposes for 
which alone it is designed, adapted, and valuabie, 
and are required without compensation to surren- 
der $45,000 of value which they bad acquired under 
every solemn, unlimited guarantee of protection to 
property which constitutional declaration and the 
underlying thought of just and stable government 
could give. The action in which this injunction 
was granted they now seek to remove to this 
court, and insist that no matter what the State may 
think or do the fourteenth amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution does give protection, or at least, 
that they are entitled to the opinion and judgment 
of the Federal courts upon the question whether 
that portion of the fourteenth amendment which 
forbids a State to deprive any person of life, lib- 
erty, or property without due process of law, and 
to deny to any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws, is not violated by this 
action of the State as respects them. 

It is idle to deny that the question here presented 
is one of difficulty and grave importance. On the 
one hand it is insisted that both the amendment 
and the laws were duly and in compliance with es- 
tablished forms of procedure adopted and enacted ; 
that the withholding of the permit was the act of a 
judicial officer in the exercise of s proper and 
granted discretion; that tne injunction was issued 
out of the regular court of general original 


jurisdiction, and in ‘an ordinary and familiar 
form of action; that thus there has 
been due process of iaw; and 


that 
amendment does not probibit a State from 
depriving a person of his property, Dut only pro- 
hibits such deprivation without due process of lav. 
On the other hand it is apparent that the defend- 
ants, having invested large properties in a per- 
fectly legal business, are stripped of tne value of 
such properties, and that not as the indirect and 
consequential result of legislative changes in the 
law, but by a direct prohibition upon the only use 
for which such properties are designated, adapted, 
and valuable. Is a State potent through the forms 
of law to take from a citizen by direct action the 
value of his property without compensation? 


The Judge theu refers to various decisions 
of the higher courts touching arbitrary legisla- 
tion, the condemnation and confiscation of 
property, and establishing the fact that the 
case in point presents a Federal question giv- 
ing the mght of removal. The decision con- 


tinues: 
PROPERTY RIGHTS. 


Debarring a man by express prohibition from the 
use of his property for the sake of the public is a 
taking of private property for public uses. It is 
the power to use, and not the mere 
title, which gives value to property. 
a man tne fee-simpie title to a four-wmill, 
coupled with an absolute prohibition on its use, 
and of what value is it to him? In the most common 
and ordinary cases of taking private property for 
public uses—the condemnation of the right of way 
for a railroad—the titie is not divested. The own- 
er still retains the fee-simple, and he is only de- 
barred from the use. When the railroad abandons 
the use he retakes it. I meet here the common 
argument that when private 1 is taken for 
public use there is always a sfer of the use 
from one party to another; that here the use 
is not transferred, but only forbidden; and that 
this deprivation of the use is only one of the con- 
sequental injuries resulting from a change of 
policy on the part of the State for which no com- 
pensation or redress is allowed. It is dominum 
absque injura. The argument is not sound. Asa 
matter of fact. in condemnation cases, seldom is 
the particular use to whieh the property has been 
put transferred. Almost always that use is de- 
elas in order that another may be acquired.

may acquire the benefit in another direction. 80 
where land is flowed by a milil-dam; and thus it is 
generally. Here the use is taken away solely and 
directly for the benefit of the public. For no other 
reason and upon no other grounds could it be dis- 
turbed. Of course, in this asin other cases, some 
use remains to the owner; but bere, as else- 
where, the use which is of special statute 
is taken from him for the benefit of the 
public. and this is not a consequential result. 
It is not that the profite of his manufacture are 
reduced by reason of a probibition upon sales. 
The law speaks to him by direct command, and 
says, “Stop your manufacturing.” It is idle to 
talk of consequential resuits and injaries when the 
law in direct language forbids the use of the prem- 
ises for a brewery. 

I assert, secondly, that National equity as well 
as constitutional guarantee forbids such a taking 
of private property for the public good without 
compensation. In the case of the State vs. Mugler 
(29 Kansas, 252) this question was presented to 
the Supreme Court of Kansas, and as a member of 
that court | then expressed this opinion. I am 
aware that my brethren differed with me, and tnat 
the court held that the State Constitution carried 
no such proposition. In view of that decision 1 
shall have little to say in respect to the guaran- 
tees in the State Constitution. I may, however, be 
permitted to say—and I do it with the highest re- 
spect for the members of that court. 
and with the utmost deference to its opin- 
ion and judgments—that in the light of 
the frequent discussions of the question 
since that decision—and the more l have reflected 
thereon the more profoundly am I convinced—the 
guarantees of safety and protection to private 
property contained within our State Constitution 
forbid that any man should thus be despoiled of 
that which gives value to his property for the sake 
ofthe public good without frst receiving com- 
pensation for that which is taken from him. 

IN CONCLUSION. 

Judge Brewer then rehearses the opinions of 
other courts in indorsement of his position. 
The decision concluds as follows: 


Now, in the case at bar, while judicial proceed- 
ings are prescribed, yet the spoliation is the direct 
command of the Legislature, and the judicial pro- 
ceedings are only the machinery to execute that 
command. No discretion is left to the courts. The 
Legislature has in terms said to defendants: 
Stop your use of your brewery,” and has directed 
the courts to enforce that command. There is 
nothing but mere machinery between the Legisia- 
tive edict and an unused, valueless manufactory. 
As well might the Bxecutive as the courte be 

with the enforcement of this command.

to be not due process of law. 

Fourthly, and as a necessary consequence of the 
preceding legisiation, which operates upon the de- 
fendants, as does this, in conflict with thejfour- 
teenth amendment, and as to them void, at least 
it presents a question arising under such amend- 
ment as to whether they are entitied to the opinion 
and judgment of the Federal Courts, as 
the amount in controversy is unquestionably 
in excess of $500.

State of lows on the question of removals to the 
Federal courts of proceedings to enforce their pro- 
hibitory laws it has more than once been intimated 
that jurisdiction in the Federal courts of such pro- 
ceedings meant the nullification of those laws. 
There could be no greater mistake. The 


Judges of these courts are citizens of 
these States—as interested as any citizen 
in the good name of their States. the 


enforcement of their laws, and the sobriety 
of their citizens. Experience has shown that those 
courts enforce laws as strictly as any, are as little 
disposed to tolerate trifling or evasion of their or- 
ders, and generally with a severer hand. If it 
should so happen that by the judgment ot the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, the ui 
tribunal in this Nation, it should be determined 
that in this or any kindred case the zea) for tem- 
perance of the good people of this State has led 
them to infringe upon sacred and protected rights 
of property, I cannot doubt that they will gladly 
hasten to make the compensation which shall be 
found just. 


IN OTHER STATBS. 

Des Moturs, Ia., Jan. 21.—(|Special.}|—Five 
hundred and fifty temperance delegates and 
many other visitors assembled in this city and 
opened their convention this morning. The 
general idea seemed to be to work up all the 
enthusiasm possible for enforcing the Probibi- 
tory law. The Hon. George L. Finn, member 
ot the Legisiature from Taylor County, was 
Temporary President of the convention this 
forenoon, and the Rey. Dr. George F. Magoun, 
late President of Grinnell College, was Perma- 
nent Chairman this afternoon. Both made 
speeches earnestly urging the prompt enforce- 
ment of prohibition. Mr. Finn stated that 
the Legislature would not pass any 
such law as that proposed by the Mayors’ con- 
vention. The principal part of the day was 
spent in the debate over a proposition to me- 
morialize the Legislature in favor of granting 
women the right to vote on municipal and 
school questions, This called out a stormy de- 
bate, but the resolution was carried. The 
Committee on Finance reported in favor of 
raising a fund of $50,000 to aia in the enforce- 
ment of the law. Gov. Larrabee’s recent ut- 
terances in his inaugural in favor of the strict 
enforcement of the Probibitory law made him 
the hero of the day. In the evening a mass- 
meeting was held, at which addresses were de- 
livered by Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, Mr. B. F. 
Wright, Gov. Larrabee, and others. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Jan. 21.—(Special.}—The 
retail saloon licenses have been issued up to 
the limit of 600 set by the City Council. Richt- 
een wholesale dealers bave also taken out 
licenses. No more permits can be issued ex- 
cept to exclusively wholesale dealers.

To- 
day President De Witt Smith of the National 
Cattle Growers’ Association and others dele- 
gated by the Chicago and St. Louis oon ven- 
tions had an informal conference with Chair 
man Hatch and members of the House Agri- 
oultural Committee. The effort was made to 
impress on the committeemen that State legis- 
lation is inadequate to stamp out pleuro-pneu- 
monia and like contagious diseases. National 
legislation in the direction laid down by the 
Chicago and St. Louis conventions was de- 
clared to be the only remedy. At the same 
time there would be no objection to some ac- 
tion by Congress which would fix the status of 
the grazing lands. The cattiemen say they

Held So Far—153 Requests for 
Special Prayers. 


Christ Declared by the Evangelist to 
Be an Easier Taskmaster than 
the Devil. 


Many Responses to Invitations to Forsake 
Sin—The Woman's Afternoon Meet- 
ing Orowded. 


The mission services in Chicago Avenue 
Church drew an audience again last evening 
which completely packed the building. The 
meeting was considered the most successful of 
the series up to the present, a larger number 
of people having given formal indication of 
spiritual awakening than at any former service. 
No loss than 158 men and boys expressed a de- 
sire for evecial prayers on their behalf, and 
the inquirers’ meeting showed the number of 
conversions to be largely increasing. Of the 
2,500 persons present not more than a dozen 
were women. 

Mr. Moody arrived about 7:30 and immedt- 
ately took charge of the singing. He said hun- 
dreds and thousands could be reached by sing- 
ing the Gospel who could not by the preaching 
of it. Plenty of people who wouldn't come to 
hear bim preach would como 0 bear 
the singing. He wanted 500 men and 
boys for the choir to be started Sat- 
urday nigut. There would be no preaching 
that night—only an informal praise-meeting 
and a social time, in which they would all get 
acquainted. The church would bes open from 
top to bottom, and he would get to know tbe 
converts and the converts would get to know 
each other. 

Mr. Moody’s theme for the evening's dis- 
course was the parable of the marriage feast, 
as told in the tourteenth chapter of Luke. I 
have got for my text tonight,” be began, 
tree men—three men who were invited to a 
marriage feast. Most men like to go to a feast 
ust such u feast as these wen were asked to. 
It was a marriage feast they were invited to— 
not to a dry sermon nor a funeral. When it is 
a feast of man’s arranging everybody is glad 
to go: when it isa feast of God's every one 
begins making excuses. These men didn’t went 
to to go to this feast, and so they began to 
make excuses. The first man bad bought land. 
he said. It was supper time, but he wanted to 
go see bis land. The next man bad bought five 
yoke of oxen, and wanted to prove them. But 
e third man’s excuse was the silliest of the 
lot—‘I've married a wife,” be said, ‘and 1 
cannot come.’ As if any one enjoyed 
a feast more than a young bride. 
Hid behind his wife, like Adam of old—a 
mean, contemptible excuse—* it was the wom- 
an.’ Every man in the house here who isn't 
a Christian would have an excuse on thé end 
of his tongue before I could get to the pew to 
talk to bim. I've heard every possibie ex- 
cuse, I think, that lips could trame. if 
you cannot make a y excuse Satan 
will along to belp you. Seems as if men 
sat up nights to concoct excuses to reject the 
Gospel. Well, I never heard any better ex- 
éuses than these three men gave. Some men 
take refuge behind the Bible—they say, Mr. 
Moody, what does this thmg in the Bibie mean 
and what does that thing mean?’ But these eva- 
sions won't do at the jadgment throne. This 
world would be pretty dark if it wasn't for the 
Bible. Another excuse is: Well, Mr. Moody, 
we're bound by the decrees of we Almighty. 
If God has decreed to save me he'll do it; if 
be hasn't he won't.“ These men bave nothing 
to do with the doctrine of election. God's 
word is ‘whosoever will’; if any man tbirst let 
him drink. These men might as well say 
what's the use of eating?—if God has decreed 
we are to live we will live, whether we eat 
or not. Man is a free agent to bis own saiva- 
tion, and this excuse about everything being

CITY INTELLIGENCE. 


THE STATE LIQUOR-DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION 
WILL OPPOSE THE ISSUING OF ALL-NIGHT 
LICENSES—OTHER LOCAL NOTES. 

The District Board of the Liquor-Dealers’ 
State Protective Association held a meeting 
yesterday and determined to oppose the issu- 
ing of licenses to night saloons. They will go 
into the City Council Monday night and urge 
the Aldermen not to pass the ordinance 
granting night licenses. If, however, it is de- 
sired that certain saloons should be kept 
open for the benefit of people working at night, 
the committee will ask that such places be al- 
lowed to keep open for a few bours after mid- 
night. But no license fee should be charged 
in such cases, the license at present being so 
bigh that any increase would be ruinous to 
many saloonkeepers. 

Maxwell Bros. and the strikers passed yes- 
terday much the same as the day before. The 
two teamsters, Frank Barge and Louis Duffy, 
arrested a few dars ago for carrying conceuled 
weapons, were brought before Justice inger- 
soll yesterday morning. The former was fined $5 
and the latter discharged. James Payne, Pres- 
ident of the Boxmakers’ Assembly, said that 
the statement by Maxwell that the three loads 
of boxes returned were sent back on account 
of being one-sixteenth of an inch sbort was all 
bosh. Two boxes are seldom made anke,“ be 
said. They always Vary on the inside meas- 
urement more or less. The reason, | suppose, 
is that the poxes are not nailed fit for the mar- 
ket.”’ 

After Feb. 1 Haverly’s Minstrel Tneatre will 
be known as the Madison Street Theatre. and 
will be under the management of William 
Foote, who has entered into partnership with 
Mr. Goildthwaite in the lease of the theatre. 
As yet Mr. Foote bas not determined upon 
how the house shall be conducted. If 
he can succeed in forming a w- 
strel company such as he thinks the 
public will patronize it wili be con- 
tinued as a minstrel theatre, and he will put a 
minstrel company out upon the road from 
which to draw fresh talent. Otherwise the 
theatre will be rented for concerts, amateur 
theatricals, etc. Mr. Foote has been assoc ated 
as business manager with Mr. Haverly in the 
amusement business since 1862, and during the 
last few years has been proprietor and manager 
of the American Hotel, London, and acting as 
Mr. Haveriy's European agent. He intends to 
make Chicago his permanent home. 

John Creighton of No. 14 Hill street was 
called to bis door last evening about 7:30 
o'clock by a ring at the bell.

STATE VETERINARIAN. 


THE STATE LIVE-STOCK COMMISSION LOOK- 

ING FOR A SUCCESSOR TO DR. PAAREN. 

J. M. Pearson of Godfrey and H. McChesney 
of Geneva, members of the State Live-Stock 
Commission, beld an extended conference yes- 
terday at the Grand Pacific with a number of 
candidates for the position of State Veterina- 
rian, among the number bemg F. w. 
Prentico of Champaign, Dr. Baker of 
Chicago, and William Sheppard of 
Ottawa. The commission came to no decision, 
but will do so at its meeting in Springfield 
early next month. The trouble between Dr. 
N. H. Paaren, the present incumbent, and the 
commission dates back to the time of the Fat- 
Stock Show, when he introduced some resolu- 
tions anonymously in the meeting of the veteri- 
narians in which the commission was sharply 
criticised and all the credit for suppressing 
pieuro-pneumonia in IIlinois was given to Dr. 
Paaren by nume. The doctor is said to have 
the happy facuity of getting into hot water if 
there is any in the township, and this time he 
w disappointed. As the appointment is 
no Dy the commission, but by the Gov- 
ernor, upon its recommendation, and the doc- 
tor is understood to be able to secure the Gov- 
ernor over the heads of its members, the mat- 
ter is becoming muddied. The members of the 
commission acknowiedge Dr. Paaren’s stand- 
ing and long experience, however, and may in 
the end decide to lay aside their personal feel 
ings and recommend him.

Racine, Wis., Jan. 21.—|Special.|—Today it 
was made public that Louis Christianson, now 
serving a term in the State Prison for murder. 
had made a confession implicating John San- 
try, Joon Broderick, and Dolly“ Hughes. 
The night of June 17, 1884, Michael Schultz 
was killed with aclub. Louis Christianson, 18 
years old, was arrested, as was also 
John Santry, but be proved an alibi. 
The confession was made Jan. i, but on ac- 
count of the other parties being at large was 
not made known. The prisoner wrote to Dis- 
trict-Attorney Cooper that be would make a 
statement, and Mr. Cooper took it. Santry 
was captured at Michigan City, Broderick at 
Mobile, Ala., and Hughes at New Orleans. Ihe 
officers are ou the road home with the last two.

Another Profitiess Session of the 
Chicago, St. Louis, and Missouri 
River Association. 


Ohio River Pool Pereentages—The Mo- 
non Caught on a Very 
Blunt Hook. 


A Scheme to Bring President Garrett to 
Time~Gov. Pattison on Dis- 
crimination. ) 


The General Managers and General Passen- 
ger Agents of the rouds comprising the Chica- 
go, St. Louis, and Missouri River Passenger As- 
sociation were again in session all dey yester- 
day considering plans for the roorganization of 
the assoc.ation without being able to reach a 
conclusion. Upon the opening of the meeting 
the representative of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway Company offeredthe folluw- 
ing resolution, which, upon the request of one 
of the officials of that road, was given out for 
publication: 

Resolved, That the questions before the associa- 
tion be referred to the General Passenger Agents, 
with instructions to report to the assoviation to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock the result of their 
deliberations. That they keep in view the necessi- 
ty of maintaining the same control over amounts at 
which foreign roads shall account to the associa- 
tion roads for tiékets sold over same as is exercised 
over the tickets of the associated roads between 
the association points. The reduction of commis- 
sions and also the necessity of having an agree- 
ment of similar tenor between the roads par- 
ties to this association, which are interested in 
Northwestern business for the government of 
said business, including on both such provisions as 
shall protect the revenue of the roads from being 
adected by the action of any parties interested in 
demoralizing the same for. their own benefit as 
against the revenues of the railways. 

This resolution failed to receive unanimous 
consent because some of the managers feit 
that the work of preparing the managers’ 
agreement should have the attention of the 
managers thomselves. Following this General- 
Manager E. T. Jeffery of the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company introduced a draft of an 
agreement which is fulier in its provisions 
than the existima one, the consideration of 
which by secuons consumed the entire session, 
and will be resumed at 2:30 p. m. today. 
Some sections were adopted, others laid 
over for future consideration, and a 
few were rejected. One provision is that all 
gateways between Chicago and the Mississippi 
River be inciuded in the territory of the asso- 


ciation. Thie would bring in Bloomington, 
Danville, eto. The present agreement only 
includes Chicago, Peoria, and St. Louis. This 
section was adopted. Uther sections provide 
for  half-fare, special, and theatrical 
rates. All these failed of adoption. 
Another proposition to make the 
commission $1 trom Chicago and 50 cents from 
the Mississippi River instead of $2 from Chi- 
cago and 81 from the Mississippi River failed 
to receive unanimous support. The meeting 
was much more barmonious than the one of 
the day previous, and marked by an earnest de- 
termination to accomplish results. 


OHIO RIVER POOL PERCENTAGES — THE 
TABLES TURNED. 

The representatives of the Chicago and Ohio 
River pool held another meeting yesterday for 
the purpose of further considering the division 
of earnings between the general pool and the 
sixth pool (business via Evansville and Cairo) 
and the subdivision of percentage awarded to 
the sixth pool between the various roads 
interested in this business. Tho  resolu- 
tion introduced the day previous that 
the lines via Cairo and Evansville, 
(sixth pool) should be awarded 50 per cent, and 
the Louisville and Cincinnati 50 per cent, failed 
of adoption. A resolution was then intro- 
duced and adopted that the Louisville and Cin- 
clanati lines receive 54 per cent and the lines 
via Evansvilie and Cairo (sixth pool) 46 per 
cent of the Southern business. The lines com- 
prising the sixth pool then considered the ques- 
uon of dividing the 46 per cent awarded them 
between themseives. A committee, consisting 
of Messrs. McCrea, Richardson, and Hand, ap- 
pointed to suggest a subdivision of the 46 per 
cent awarded to the sixth pool between the va- 
rious roads, after consultation, reported that 
the lliimois Central should be given 9.20 per 
cent, the Wabash and the Peoria, Decatur & 
Evansvilie 7.82 per cent, and the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois and connections 28.98 per cent. 
The report did not prove satisfactory; the 
Wabash and Peoria, Decatur & Evansville 
thought they ought to have at least 11% per 
cent, and the Chicago & Eastern Lilinois wanted 
80 per cent. The Llinois Central wanted at 
least 10 per cent. Subsequently a proposition 
was made that the I\linois Central oe given 9 
per cent, the Wabash and the Peoria, Decatur 
& Evansville 8 per cent, and the Chicago 
K Eastern Illinois and connections 
29 per cent. But this also proved 
unsatisfactory. After making further efforis 
to come to an agreement without avail the 
meeting adjourned until 10 o'clock tuns morn- 
ing. As the roads are only between 4 and 5 
per cent apart it is expected that percentages 
will be agreed upon today. 

Subsequently the General Passengers Agents 
of the roads in the Chicago and Ohie 
River pools met to investigate var 
ous charges of violations of agreements. 
There is a little story connected with this 
meeting that is quite amusing as well as inter- 
esting. A sbort time ago the Monon people 
(Louisville, New Albany & Chicago) sent a 
party to the Chicago & Eastern Liiinois with in- 
structions to represent tbemselves as theatrical 
people. They were given scalped tickets to Ia- 
dianapolis. The agent of the company, bow- 
ever, suspected that there was something 
wrong and guve the tickets in 

Mike Burke, conductor. The 
went as far as Danville, 
demanded and were given their tickets and 
they then returned to Chicago. The Eastern 
lilinois was tried and found guilty ot violating 
the agreement and fined $100. Since the party 
paid their fare back from Danviile and faiiea 
to xo to Indianapolis, the Eastern Illinois saved 
the Indiana, Bioommgton & Western per- 
centage and consequently lost but $45 by the 
trick played upon it by the Moron people. 
Still the Eastern Illinois people were deter- 
mined to get even with the Monon, and suc- 
ceeded beyond their most sanguine expecta- 
tions. The agent of the Eastern Illidois bad a 
letter-bead printed which read ** Ketchum & 
Holdum, 263 Lake street | which does not exist}, 
Druggists. Branch offices in England, Soot- 
land. and Wales.“ After Wales there 
was a sentence presumably Weich, but when 
read backwards ana properly spaced was 
The Monon will bite at this sure.” Under 
this letter-head was a written request that the 
bearer be sold a commission ticket. The 
Monon agent bit savagely, and sold the 
bearer the ticket as requested. Now it was 
tne Eastern Illinois’ opportunity to turn the 
laugh on the Monon. It brought a charge 
against the latter and the trial came off yester- 
day. As there was a cicar violation of the 
agreement proven the Monon was fined $100. 


THE SOUTHWESTERN ASSOCIATION AND ITS 
ALLEGED DISCRIMINATION. 

The General Managers of the roads in the 
Southwestern Railway Association will meet at 
Commissioner Midgiey’s office this morning at 
10 o'clock. At II o'clock they will give the 
Kansas City and St. Louis delegations of mor- 
cbants and sbippers who are in the city to 
protest against the alleged discrimina- 
tion in rates charged by tune association 
a nearing. These delegations will argue that 
the present rates are too high and constitute 
discrimination against the merchants and 
Shippers at those points. They say they not 
only are unable to compete at present against 
r but that the rates are so

Against this the railroads claim that the 
rates are fair and reasonable, and that Kansas 
City and St. Louis merchants are suffering in 
common with those at all other points on ac- 
count of the general stagnation in business.

Pattisou's address on discrimina- 
uon by railway companies created a marked 
sensation. He said it was the most important 
economic problem of the day. He continued: 


| natural, Inevitable law engendered monopoly. 
might with perfect acouracy be defined as the un- 
lawtal act of a monopoly whereby it 
creates and p other monopolies. Dis- 
crmmination benefite the few at the expense 
of the many: it enriches organised capital 
und large producers to the impoverishment of 
private capital and small producers; it fosters cor- 
porate speculation to the destruction of individual 
enterprise; it builds up great fortunes for a few, 
and reduces to the rauvks of dependent laborers 
masses of men who would otherwise enjoy the 
fruits of their industry in enterprises of their own. 
Pennsyivania bas been an especial sufferer from 
all these injuries. Hatiroad discrimination baiit 
up and established the Standard oll monopoly by 
which a source of natural wealth illimitable and 
marvelous was entirely detected trom our 
State. Thousands of citizens were bankrupted and 
individual! enterprise was driven from the oil re- 
gions. But for discrimination Standard Oil 
Company would not be in existence today. Com- 
petition, they say, will puta stop to monopolies; 
therefore give us more railroads. In the hope that 
by the application of this doctrine Pennsylvania 
might get some relief from the monopoly of ber 
great trunk line and its continued injustice, 
was induced, in 1883, to sign the 
which made possible the construc- 
of the South Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which, it was said, would give our citizens another 
Western and seaboard outiet. A partial result of 
the experiment is known to the world today. Mere- 
ly attuch a penal clause to Sec. 17 of the State Con- 
stitution and leave the rest to a jury and an honest 
court. Honest men-—bhonest railroad officials— 
would notfeur such laws: and as for dishonest 
ones, we simply want that there shall be some laws 

they will fear.

TO FIGHT THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

New York, Jau. 21.—[Special.|—Ever since 
the Baltimore & Ohio Raiiroad Company threw 
down the gauntiet to its rivais in ordering the 
cut of $5 to Western points the officiais of the 
other trunk lines bave been very reticent as 
to their real intentions. From official sources 
the policy agreed upon by the leading lines has 
been ascertained, ana if this policy is carried 
out the so-called war will be confined within 
its present limita and the Baltimore & Ohio 
will be left to carry ou the fight alone. 
The information derived from the 
Pennsylvania Road is to the et- 
fect that with the announcement 
of the cut the Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral, and the Erie Roads teld a number of con- 
ferences and united lu an agreement which pro- 
vides that under no circumstances will the 
course of the Baltimore & Onio be followed, 
and that until the situation bccomes more 
alarming than at present seems lixely these 
three roads will upboid and maintain the tariff 
rates westward. These three compan es, in- 
cluding the West Shore Division of the New 
York Central, feel themselves strong enough 
to control the business, and by their special 
agreement to work together in turn throw 
down the gauntiet to the Baltimore & Onio, 
and witbout in any way assuming the offensive 
stand ready to maintain their position without 
regard to what their Baltimore competitor 
may do. 


DAMAGES AWARDED.

Brown was 
as ep in the Pullman car when the train ar- 
rived at Indianapolis, and the corpse was put 
off while the relatives went on to Onio. 

New York, Jan. 21.—Ethel A. Spooner’s 
right foot was caught in the tracks of the Mor- 
ris & Essex Railroad while she was playing in 
Greenwood avenue, East Orange, Aug. 19, 1884. 
A locomotive approached, and she lay duwn 
outside the track and sacrificed ber leg to save 
her life. She sued the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railroad Company, which bad leased 
the Morris & Essex, and a jury in the Brook- 
lyn Supreme Court yesterday, before Justice 
Bartlett, gave her $20,000 damages on the 
ground of a lack of proper care of the tracks 
on the part of the company. The jurors shook 
hands with the sweet-faced, 10-year-old child 
as they left the box, and many spectators did 
the same. 


UNION PACIFIC RETRENCHMENT. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 21.—|Special.}—A dis- 
patch from Omaha states that 300 men have 
been discharged from the Union Pacific Kall 
road shops in that city in accordance with an 
order from the company’s headquarters in 
Boston. At the office in this city the officials 
say that they bave received no information of 
any such discharge. They admit, however, 
that an order for a general cutting-down of 
expenses bas gone out from here, but they do 
not believe that the retreuchment will be com- 
menced by such a Wholesale discharge as has 
been reported. The business of the road for 
December and January is reported as being 
very light because of the heavy snow b.ock- 
ades, and the statement of earnings for those 
months will make a poor showing. The trustees 
tor the land-grant bonds have advertised tor 
another lot of those securities on a 8% per 
cent basis, the offer to be opened Feb. 10. 


A HOSPITAL FOR RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 

Derroir, Mich., Jan. 21.—(Speciai.}—A 
proposition of the Michigan Central to estab- 
lish a hospital in this city to be maintained at 
the expense of the employés of the road) and 
to be exclusively used by sick and disabied 
workmen of the company’s lines has caused 
quite a stir among local railroad empioyés, 
who differ in their opinions regarding the pol- 
joy ot the movement. The higher ciass of em- 
ployés seem to favor the scheme, as the 
umount to be deducted irom their salaries is 
trivial; but the track-hands and other low- 
grade employés seem to think the company 
will inflict a bardship on them by taxing their 
earnings for a hospital, although it is proposed 
to deduct only 25 cents a mouth. The Miocni- 
gan Ceatrai employs 8,000 men. and their con- 
tributions on the above low basis would be 
ampie to maintain the hospital. 


PULLMAN WORKS AT DETROIT. 

DetTRoItT, Mich., Jan. 21. —| Special. |—The es- 
tablishment of the Pullman Cur-Sbops at Pull- 
man, II., a few years ago resulted in drawing 
away from Detroit about 400 artisans who had 
been employed in the Pullman sbops in this 
city. Dispatches received here today announce 
that the Detroit shops will be returned to their 
old-time prestige. Accompanying the an- 
nouncement is an order to put the sbops in 
shape for more work and take on a fuli com- 
plement of workmen. They will, as soon as 
practicable, fill an order for $500,000 worth of 
cars. The order includes ten parior, ten sieep- 
ing, and five first-class passenger cars. It is 
said that the experiment at Pullman bas cem- 
onstrated that Detroit can put up a coach sev- 
eral hundred dollars cheaper than Pullman.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


NEW LEGISLATION OF INTEREST IN BOTH 
HOUSES — A~ BANKRUPTCY BILL PRO- 
POSED. 

Wassinoton, D. C., Jan. 21.—Among the 
bills introduced in the Senate today was one 
by Mr. Butier to enabie the people of the Tor- 
ritory of Dakotato form a Constitution and 
State Government. He said it was intended as 
a substitute for the bill already pending. The 
new bill isan “enabling at.“ and applies to 
the whole Territory instead of merely to the 
southern portion. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Territories. 

Senator Dawes, from the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, reported favorably the bill pro- 
hibiting, under penalty of fine ard imprison- 
ment, trespassing on Indian lands. 

Senator Van Wyck introduced a bill to de- 
clare forfeited all lands included in the grant 
under the act of June 3, 1856, of alternate seo- 


tions of the public lands to the State of Michi- 
gan, except such as bave been certified to the 
State under the joint resolution of Congress 
approved July 5, 1862, and those conferred by 
the Stute of Michigan upon the Portage Lake 
& Lake Superior Canal Company. 

A copyright bill introduced by Senator 
Chace today amends the present copyright 


laws by stramm out certain reference to citi- | 


zens of the United States, thereby placing 
foreign and American authors upon an equal 
footing w.th respect to the provisions of the 
jaw. To authors are reserved the exclusive 
right of dramatizing their own woraus. 
The importation of any copyrighted 
work is probibited, and officers of the 
customs and Postmasters are instructed 
to seize and detain copies of such works en- 
tered at the custom-house or transmitted 
througt the mails of the United States. This 
provision, however, does not apply to books 
printed in a foreign language of which oniy 
an Eng is transiation is copyrighted. 

The Chair laid before the Senate a letter 
from the Secretary of the Treasury tramsmit- 
ting suggestions for an improved plan in deal- 
ing with the protests and appeals in customs 
cases. 

Representative Biount today introduced a 
bill to provide a benefit fund for railway mail 
postal clerks. It authorizes the Postmaster- 
General to deduct 50 cents per month from the 
salaries of these employés, which shall! be in- 
vested by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
United States bonds. From th's fund employés 
disabled through disease or injury may be paid 
asum not to exceed $25 a week during the 
continuation of their disability, or, in case of 
retirement for the same reason, may ve paid a 
gross sum. In the event of bis death in the 
service a gross sum shall be paid to his rela- 
tives. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House con- 
tinued toaay the bearing of arguments favor- 
ing the passage of a National bankruptcy bill. 
Mr. Fraley of Philadelphia, President of the 
National Board ot Trade, opened with.a speech 
supporting the Loweil bill. He was foilowed 
by John A. Gano of the Cincinvati Chamber 
of Commerce, W. P. McLaren of Milwaukee, 
J. F. Supplee of the Baltimore Board 
of Trade, ex-U nited States Senator 
Henry W. Corbett of Portiand, Ore., A. Foster 
Higg us of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, C. M. Loring of the Minneapolis Board 
of Trade, and D. M. Bradbury of the Indian- 
apoiis Board of Trade. The general tenor of 
the arguments was strongly in support of a 
uniform bankruptcy law. 

The House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency today considered the bill introduced by 
Mr. Wiikins and generally Known as the Mo- 
Pherson billof last session, and after pro- 
longed disvussion agreed to report it favorably 
to the House by a vote of 7 to 4. 

(The bill provides that any National bank shall 
be entitled to receive from the Controller of the 
Currency circulating notes not exceeding the par 
value of their bonds deposited to secure circulation. 
At no time, however, shall the total amount of 
such circulating notes exceed the actual paid in 
capital of such National bank association. |

GRANT AND HALLECK. 


GEN. BOYNTON WRITES A LETTER IN AN 
EFFORT TO PROVE THAT THE TWO WERE 
ALWAYS ON FRIENDLY TERMS. 
CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 21.—The Commercial- 

Gazeite will publish tomorrow along telegraph- 

ic letter from Gen. H. V. Boynton contradict- 

ing Gen. Lew Wallace’s reiteration of his 
charge of quasi-treason against, Halleck grow- 
ing out of Halleck’s alleged jealousy of Grant 
on the occasion of Jubal Early’s raid. Gen. 

Boynton recites the points of his reply to Gen. 

Wallace's first statement, and then, turning to 

Wallace’s rejoinder, says: 


Gen. Wallace seems to have a very dull sense of 
the gravity of the charge which he makes when, 
without evidence, he repeats his belief that Gen. 
Hulleck, then the adviser and active executive 
officer of the President and Secretary of War, was 
attempting to enact the role of a Benedict Arnold on 
a grand scale and betray the Capital of the Nation 
into the hands of the enemy to gratify a personal 
spite against Gen. Grant. 

Gen. Wallace urges that what he describes as the 
ill-treatment of Grant by Halleck at Donelson and 
Shiloh was at the bottom of the trouble between 
them, and laid che foundation for the feeling which 
caused Haileck to of 75 to destroy him. This bas 


long been a mutter of general belief. The foliowing 
extract from a prtvate letter of Grant to Halleck, 
dated at Vicksburg eighteen months after Donel- 
son, will surprise those who have always received 
the story of the bitter feeling between Grant and 
Halleck after the operations on the Cumberiand 
and Tennessee. 

HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF THE TEN- 
NESSEE, VICKSBURG, Miss., August, 1862—~Maj.- 
Gen. Halleck, Washington, D. C.: 1 feel under many 
obligations to you, General, for the interest you 
have ever taken in my welfare and that of the 
army I have the honor to command. I will do the 
best I know how to satisfy you that your confidence 
bas not been misplaced. 

Gen. Boyoton gives a complete chain of the dis- 
patches of Halleck, Grant, Stanton, and Dana up 
to the battle of Monocacy, and continues: 

The following dispatches from Col. Lawrence, 
the Adjutant-General of Wallace, to Gen. Halleck 
and Gen. Ricketts, will dispose of that subject: 

BALTIMORE, Md... July %.—Maj-Gen. H. 4 
Halleck, Chief of Staff: Your dispatch received. 
Gen. Ricketts’ division commenced arriving at 
6:30 b. m. Orders were issued &t once to proceed 
to the Moneocacy without delay. 

SAMUBL B. LAWRENCE, 

Lieutenant-Colonel, Assistant Adjutant-General. 

BALTIMORE, July 7, 1864.—8rig.-Gen. Ricketts: I 
have the honor to inform you thata dispatch from 
Maj.-Gen. Halleck, Chief of Stag, has been re- 
ceived at these headquarters directing that upon 
the arrival of the troops of your command they 
should be forwarded at onve tothe mouth of the 
Monocacy or Point of Rocks. Subsequentiy dis- 
patches from the honorable Secretary of War di- 
rected that your command move forward without 
delay. Gen. Halleck’s dispatch ordered that five 
days’ rations should be taken. 

July 10 Gen. Grant telegraphs Gen. Halleck as 
follows: 

“| have sent Gen. Ord to Washington. I would 
give more for bim as a commander in the geld 
than most of the Generals nov in Maryland. Prob- 
ably it would be well to send bim to Baltimore to 
command and hold the piace, forcing into service 
for the purpose, if necessary, all citizens capabie 
of bearing arms.

July 11 Halleck telegraphs Grant: “The Presi- 
dent bas seen your telegram about potting Ord in 
Waliace’s place at Baitimore, but has given no 
orders on the subject.”

SNOW AND RAIN, 


Slide in Utah—Weather Else- 
where. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 21.—One of the 
severest storms that has ever occurred on this 
coast began Sunday and reached its hbicht 
shortly afier noon today. It extended from 
the northern boundary of Washington Terri- 
tory to the southern boundary of Calfornia, 
and from the Rocky Mountains to the Pacific 
Ocean.

About 1:30, when the wind was at its hight, 
the west wall of the Mechanics’ Pavilion was 
biown in, and a few minutes later about 
eighty feet of its roof was carried across 
the street and damaged the buildings on the 
opposit side. The damage done to the pavil- 
on amounts to several thousand dollars. A 
two-story building at the corner of Mission 
and Thirtieth streets collapsed. and at the time 
of the accident Mrs. Aunie Humbert, Mrs. 
Coyle, and John ll were inside, both 
women were fatally injured. 

San Francisco was cut off entirely tor the 
first time ip its history from telegraphic com- 
munication with the outside world.

FATAL SNOWSLIDES. 

SAL LAKE, Utah, Jan. 21.— The first fatal 
snow-slide in Utah this year took piace at Park 
City last night about 8 o'clock. A small slide, 
not over fifty feet wide, caught a miner named 
Thurstrom, who was passing, and buried him 
under six feet of snow. The body 
was recovered this afternoon. At 
5:30 o'clock this morning another slide 
higher up the guich caught up an empty cabin 
and hurled it down on the cabin of A. O. Pat- 
terson. Patterson and his wife were asleep. 
The logs, débris, and snow rushea througb the 
roof, burying them ten feet deep. They were 
dug out about 7 o'clock, but both were dead. 
This was the first slide that ever took piace in 
that guich, and families are all moving out. It 
bas been snowing bard three or four days, and 
is still snowing. 

ASPEN, Colo., Jan. 21.—Twenty-seven snow- 
slides occurred near Maroou Pass during the 
last three days. Tuesday a party of meu with 
eigateen mules started from Aspen to ciear 
out the pass.

DECLINE TO PAY DOUBLE FARE. 

There is a strike in progress on the Lake- 
Shore Rcad. This time it is not the employés 
but the passengers, and the laiter are known 
as the packing-house element. who ride from 
the yards to the city on the @:15 o'clock even- 
ing train. As is usual in such cases both sides 
are aefiant. Ten uniformed policemen now 
travel with each train, It has been the custom 
heretofore for all passengers riding on the 
dummy to pay cash fares to the conductor. 
Ten cents is charged for riding from the 
Stock-Yards depot to the terminus on Van 
Buren street. Of late, however, the belief has 
grown strong in the minds of the managers 
that some of the ticket-puncters on the dummy 
line were drawing larger dividends than the 
directors, and in consequence a ticket-oflice 
was established at the Stock-Yards depot. 
About the depot it was placarded tnat ali pas- 
sengers who failed to buy tickets would be as- 
sessed an extra dime when the conductor dp- 
peared to perform his functions. Some ver- 
sons profited by the notice, but those who were 
assessed doubie rates kicked vehemently. 
They wouldn't be imposed upon, etc., and were 
ejected. The train jeaves the depot fifteen 
minutes after 6 o’clock, the packing-house men 
quit work at 6 o'clock, so it is obvious that 200 
of them are unable to walk to the depot, buy 
tickets, and get aboard in fifteen minutes. 
Wednesday night quite a crowd of them 
got aboard without tickets, and when 
the conductor said that they would bave 
to nay double fare they only smiled. The men 
had ir shaving knives with them, and were 
not to be monkeyed with by a brakeman and a 
conductor. The latter, however, stopped the 
train on Wallace and Forty-second streets, and 
began to eject all who wouldn't pay 20 cents. 
He didn't rea.ize the size of the contract, and 
after he bad seen more stars than Herschel 
and his colleagues be wisely concluded to let 
matters take their own course. About $2.50 
was collected, whereas the company should 
have been reimbursed to the extent of $50. A 
conference was at once beld, and last evening 
a squad of police was placed in charge of the 
train. They ride up and down, and the man 
who hasn't a ticket and who refuses to pay 20 
cents is immediately ejected.

Some of 
the woman's ignorant neigbbors got a mis- 
taken impression that this particular medicine 
had something to do with causing her death. 
The facts are that Saturday the woman's bus- 
band called at the adrug-store in question, said 
bis wife bud severe headache, and was given a 
bottle ot Tongaiine, a mild and harmless propri- 
etary medicine, and two cathartic pitis. Of this 
Tongaline the woman took but one teaspoonful 
and then returped the bottle, saying that it was 
ne good. Sunday she was doing well apparent- 
ly, and ate heartily. Monday a doctor was 
called in to deliver ber. The operation was 
dificult, and chloroform was used. Subse- 
quentiy the woman was taken with puerperal 
conVuisions and died. It is plain from the 
statements of the doctors who attended ber, 
and of other persons acquainted with the facts, 
that whatever medicine was gotten or advice 
was given at the drug-store in question bad 
nothing whatever to do with her death or with 
any sickness which might have preceded it. 


LINSEED-OIL CRUSHERS. 
TRYING TO ORGANIZE A POOL OR COMBINA- 

TION TO CONTROL PRICES AND PRODUC- 

TION. 

The movement brought forward to consoli- 
date the linseed-oil interests of the West into a 
pool, which had its inception at the meeting of 
the Western Linseed-Oil Crusbers’ Associa- 
uon a week ago, seems to be in a 
tair way to succeed. At a second 
meeting yesterday at the Grand Pacific 
twenty-seven of the sixty-four linseed-oll 
crusbers in the West were present, and a plan 
for a pool or combination was outlined which 
received the sanction of all present. Just 
what iis nature is the members declined to 
state beyond that it was something entirely 
new—a sort of cross between a pool and a com- 
bination. Its object will be, of course, to con- 
trol prices, and as means to that end to regulate 
production. Whiie no action was taken in fixing 
prices at the meeting a committee with power 
to act was appointed in case any action in that 
direction is deemed necessary before the next 
meeting, which will be beld in this city within 
a week or ten days. The present ruling prices 
of Mnseed-oil ot 40 cents, which were slightly 
advanced in the market from the effects of the 
first meeting. will probably take another jump 


of four or five cents now that the pool is well 
under way.

MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 

MAYOR HARRISON’S SUGGESTED REFORM AS 
TO SOUTH SIDE STREET-CAR ARRANGE- 
MENTS—SWINDLING THE WATER DEPART- 
MENT. 

Mayor Harrison has written the following 
letter to the President and directors of the dif- 
ferent street-rallway companies: 

Gentlemen: There has been considerable 
complaint madetomeof the inconvenience 
and annoyance to proverty-owners and the 
traveling public by reason of the obstruction 
of the streets at the terminiof your road in 
the business district of the city. It vocurs to 
me that it may be possible with your codpera- 
tion to remedy these evils, at least to a great 
extent. My own observations convince me 
that such complaints arereasonable. The cars 
running toterminiand thence returning by 
the same route frequently biockade the streets 
for one or more biocks, both to the injury of 
your own traffic ana that of tne genera! public. 
If your cars, instead of ruoning to. the 
end of the tracks upon the several streets in 
the South Division could in some manner con- 
nect with other tracks of your own or of the 
other horse railway companies, so that a cir- 
cuit could be made and all stops and changes 
of horses obviated, the public would be greatly 
benefited. For example, if your cars coming 
in on one track could make a circuit and go 
out upon another street there need be no street- 
car blockades in the business district. Of 
course the details of such an arrangement 
would require great consideration, and perhaps 
mutual concessions upon the part of the sev- 
eral companies of tbe city. Should you be 
willing to undertake to accommodate the city 
and the public by some such plan as the one 
suggested, I would gladly aid vou in obtaining 
the legislation from the Council sbould any be 
needed in the premises. 

The Mayor thinks the scheme is practicable 
and should be carried out. His idea is to have 
the cars which come down town on Madison 
street return on Randolph, and vice versa, the 
cars to get On their proper streets Ly means of 
short lines on the West Side. The Clark street 
cars should go north on State street, and the 
State street cars on Clark street. In other 
words, be wants the other companies to adopt 
the system of the cabie roads, without tne 
cable. which are continuous, and cause little 
or no trouble to teams or pedestrians. The 
proposition invoives the laying of more tracks 
on State street, on Washington, and other 
streete—which ones the Mayor doesn’t know 
exactly, as be expects the companies to reach 
an agreement on that point witnout his aid. 

Almost every day an instance comes to light 
where property-owners try to swindle the city 
out of water taxes. They succeed in avoiding 
payment tor atime, but they are ultimately 
caught. Superintendent Hand is very vigi- 
lant in this direction, and every suspicious 
case is thorougbly investigated. He brought a 
man in yesterday who had evaded payment for 
two years and made him hana over $104. This 
individual owns four buildings on Cottage 
Grove avenue. He had a meter put in, and 
claimed that all the water used in the four 
pulidings went through it. The bills, however, 
seemed very low, and an inspector was sent to 
examine the premises. He found tnat two of 
the buildings were connected with the meter 
and that the other two got water directiv from 
the mains. As the meter was put in two years 
ago the owner had to pay the frontage and 
Other rates for that length of time. 

The Committee on Printing hes agreed to 
recommend the passage of the resolution re- 
quirinz the printing of all blank forms, etc., in 
offices where union printers are employed, pro- 
vided the firm offermg to do the work is the 
lowest responsible bidder. 


BAILIFF FLYNN’S RESIGNATION ACCEPTED. 

The resignation of Bailiff Flynn of the Ar- 
mory Court, which bas been in the hands of 
Mayor Harrison for some time, was accepted 
yesterday. The 16th inst. City-Attorney Wash- 
burne wrote Chief-of-Police Ebersold, saying 
that it had come to nis knowledge that Fiynn 
was rarely in attendance at court, and it had 
been bis custom to deliver the executions to 
parties not authorized by law to receive them. 
He therefore asked that a member of the force 
be designated in the absence of the bailiff to 
take charge of the executions und instructed 
to conform himself strictly to the or- 
der of the court. The Chief re 
ferred the matter to Capt. Buckley, 
with directions to make an .investigation, 
informing the City Attorney that, as the bailiff 
was appointed by the Mayor and confirmed by 
the Council, he (Ebersoid) had no authority 
over him. Capt. Buckley reported that Flyun 
was absent from court nearly all the time, and 
that one Joseph Ward was doing the work. He 
was satisfied some action should be taken as 
soon as possible, so as to have a legaily au- 
thorized person receive the executions and at- 
tend to them properly. The facts were re- 
ported to Mayor Harrison yesterday, and he 
notified Flyun that his resignation bad been 
accepted, to take effect immediately. The 
Mayor said if Mr. Wasbburne bad reported the 
dereliction to him be would dave bad it in- 
quired into at once, and be would have done 
the same as to Clingen. The first he kaew of 
Mr. Washburne’s action regarding the clerk was 
from the newspapers. When Washburve came 
to bim he at once suspended Clingen, 
who was not drawing any salary, as had been 
stated. Mr. Washburne was the proper per- 
son to find out negiect of duty on the part of 
police-court officials. He (Harrison) bad no 
official means of doing it except through the 
reports whieh came to the Controller. But he 
couldn't tell whether any particular officer was 
on hand or some one eise was doing his work. 
If Flynn bad been guilty of * maifeasance or 
anything of that kind,.“ he would dave dis- 
charged him, but, as his offense was simply 
carelesness,”’ be accepted bis resignation. He 
had noticed an increase in collections since 
John Patterson took hold, but said the fact 
was not prima facie injurious to Clingen, as 
there were fewer obanges ot venue now than 
six mouths ago. Flynn bas made no collections 
since November, and is believed to owe the city a 
considerabie sum. The investigation of his 
accounts was dropped temporarily when those 
of Clingen were tagen in hand, and though he 
is no longer in the service of the city, it may 
be some time betore be and his bondsmen are 
released by the Controller. 

Flyno’s resignation was gocepted for doing 
the bailiffs work by proxy. He had done it in 
that way for atleast five years. Kbersold, who 
used to be Captain at the armory, knew it, yet 
he wrote Capt. Buckley to find out it Flynn 
“did not attend to his duties.” He 
was aware that Dennis Flynn, or 
Joe Ward, or some one else wars 
did Jerry's work. When City-Atsorney Wasb- 
burne was investigating the accounts ot Flynn. 
who had made no reports for four years, Mayor 
Harrison claimed that he was not responsible 
for Fiynn—that he removed him. but Republican 
Aldermen voied to keep uim in. The Mayor 
did not remove ulm, though he had absolute 
power to do so. He nominated another bailiff, 
leaving Fiyno to fill the piace, and. as the Coun- 
cll refused to confirm the new man, Fiynn of 
course held on. He has frequently boasted that 
“the old man dare not bounce bim. 
Clingen, Flynn, and Building-Inspector Holt, 
who is now under bonds for emvezziement, got 
their places by political work. Holt is credit- 
ed with selling out Republican candidates in 
the Firth Ward, and Fiyna with baving de- 
stroyed the Davis tickets in that ward eight 
years ago, when Col. Davis was a candidate for 
Congress against Harrison. As the Mayor in- 
tends to retire from politics he is getting inde- 
pendent,

THE WEST SIDE’S GRIEVANCE. 
THE BRIDGE NUISANCE CONSIDERED BY 

THE GRANT CLUB - A OONSTANTLY-IN- 

CREASING TROUBLE. 

At a meeting of the Grant Club last night, at 
which L. L. Bond presided, the relation of the 
West Side to the City of Chicago formed the 
subject of discussion. A paper was read by J. 
Frank Lawrence in which be dweit on the “ in- 
tolerable inconvenience of coustantiy-turning 
bridges and its depressing effect upon prop- 
erty values on the West Side. Lots sell for 
$2,000 a foot on Adams street immediately east 
of the river, be said, while just west of the 
stream, scarcely 150 feet wide, it sells tor $200 
per foot. Thirteen years ago land sold higher 
upon Ashland avenue than it will today, and 
all over the West Division averaged higber in 
1872 than in 1685. Had permanent bridges been 
placed across the river five years ago West Chi- 
cago would have 100,000 more inhabitants to- 
day. Pivot bridges, no matter how wide, could 
never bring relief. It is neither the time con- 
sumed in swinging the bridge nor the number 
of teams and passengers it could accommodate 
that matertaily affect the loss of time in cross- 
ing. It is the time the bridges are kept open. 
During the season of navigation this time 
amounts to about three bours and fifteen min- 
utes a day. Theonly remedy lies in perma- 
nentand spacious bridges, which, until docks 
are constructed upon the lake sbore, 
simply entails transferring the cargoes 
to barges and lightering them along 
the river. Even if this would increase 
the price of jumber people would willingly 
pay more, provided the houses would sell or 
ront. As a commencement toward reform 
and equalization, let us have a West Side As- 
sessor who will assess the property of corpora- 
ons and monopolies in the proportion as as- 
sessed upon the household goods in our homes 
and upon our real estate.” Sewers shouid be 
built m the extreme western portions of the 
city so that decent bouses could be built 
there in place of the little cottages upon posts. 
Elevated or cable roads would do vo good un- 
less they could cross the river on permanent 
bridges. If masted vessels had to pass into 
the river canals might be dug along Fullerton 
avenue and Thirty-ninth street. The city un- 
der decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court had the power to close the river to 
masted vessels. “It would sound the death- 
knell to West Chicago property if the 
bridges could not be closed, with our 
shipping increasing every year. And it is high 
time that only men shall be elected to the 
Counc:l who will demand for us aad secure for 
us our rights whivh our interests so impera- 
tively demand.” 

Judge Booth concurred with the views of 
Mr. Lawrence. He said the difficulties of 
reaching the South Side had been constantly 
increasing, and unless permanent bridges 
were built the West Side would ultimately 
be entirely separated from the South Side. 
L. L. Bond said the only proper thing was to 
provide doubie-track bridges of the width of 
the streets on all streets crossing the river. 
The river could not be closed, because it was 
a navigable river. It was impossibie to confine 
the business centre to the South Side. It would 
advanve beyond the river to the West Side, and 
do away with the necessity of crossing the 
river to the extent required now. The ques- 
tion was debated by a number of members 
before the meeting adjourned. 


CAB FARES. 
A DRIVER FINED FOR VIOLATING THE REG- 
ULATIONS—DISHONEST CABMEN. 

George Cross, driver of a bansom cab, was 
fined $10 yesterday for failing to have the legal 
rates of fare posted in his vehicie. Cases of 
this kind are becoming quite numerous of 
late, and the police say they are going to com- 
pe! the drivers to conform with the law. When 
the bansom cabs first made their appearance 
in Chicago the persons introducing them an- 
nounced the rates of hire, and assured the pub- 
hoe that under no circumstances would a driver 
be permitted to overcharge a passenger. Pa- 
trons were requested to notily the company of 
any violations of the rules and the driver 
would be promptly discharged. This announce- 
ment met with popular approval. For years the 
public had been compeiled to submit to the 
extortionate charges of dishonest hackmen, 
who, after bargaining to carry a passenger a 
stipuiated distance for a certain sum, fre- 
quently exacied a larger fare on some pre- 
text or another. The ordinance relating 
to licensed conveyances failed to correct this 
evil, owing partly to the neg:igence of the po- 
lice in periorming their duty and more to the 
disinciination of the person imposed upon to 
prosecute the offender in court. The introduc- 
tion of the hansom oabs cut down the rates of 
fare and for awhile put a stop to unjust 
charges. This effort at reiorm migut have 
been productive of permanent results had the 
cab companies continued to manage their ve- 
bicles as they started out. Unfortunate y for 
the public, the companies found that some of 
their drivers were dishonest, and, after being 
systematically robbed for several months, some 
of the vompanies decided to rent the cabs to 
the drivers at so much a day. This protected 
the companies from being robbed, but it af- 
forded the drivers an opportunity to impose 
upon the public, and there are now more com- 
plaints of extortion than at any time before 
the one-horse abe came into existence. 
The company which manages its cabs ad- 
heres to igs card of rates, but the 
drivers who rent cabs violate the ordinance 
by aot baving their rates of fare inside the 
conveyance, and trequentiy charge much more 
than the rates prescribed by law. The trouble 
ie that not Ove passenger in twenty is familiar 
with the ordinance under which these venicies 
are licensed. The legal rates for ail one-borse 
cabs are 25 cents foreach passenger the first 
mile and 25 cents for one or more passengers 
each additonal or fractional part ofa mile. A 
cab can be hired by the hour at 75 cents for 
the first hour and 20 cents for each additional 
fifteen minutes, but the passenger must in- 
form the driver that be desires the cab by the 
bour before starting. If the driver attempts to 
charge more then the legal rates the passenger 
may refuse to pay ac all ana report the driver 
to the police. 


MRS. NEWBERRY’S REMAINS. 
THEY WILL ARRIVE IN CHICAGO TODAY AND 

BE INTERRED AT GRACBLAND—AN AB- 

SURD STORY DENIED. 

The remains of the late Mrs. Walter L. New- 
berry will reach Chicago this moraing in charge 
of a servant who accompanied them from 
abroad. The regular funeral service over the 
remains was beld in Paris Dec. 14 at the Amer- 
jean chapel, the Rev. Urs. Morgan and Gill of- 
ficiating.

appropriate service in Havre, transmitted the re- 
mains to New York, from whence they 
veyed to Chicago and interred in the casket which 
I purchased. I trust this statement will effectuai- 
ly put to rest the absurd story as to burial in a 
cask of rum.

AN ALLEGED “STRAW-BAILER.” 
THE TRIAL OF ALBERT H. PALMER, WHO 
HAS SIGNED A GOOD MANY EVIL-DOERS’ 
BONDS, COMMENCED, 

Albert H. Palmer, the alleged professional 
“ straw-baller,”” was placed on trial in Judge 
Tuley’s court yesterday for perjury, in swear- 
ing that he owned certain lands said to be 
owned by other persons. Justice Kersten tes- 
tified that Palmer scheduled certain properties 
in his court and was accepted as Sondsman in 
a case in which a continuance was pleaded for 
and granted. The witness made it a rule to re- 
quire a schedule in all cases when he did not 
personally know that the bondsman owned real 
estate. Police-Cierk Christian Meier said Sept. 
28 last Asa Willis and D. W. Morrison were 
prisoners ‘or h gbway robbery. Their case was 
continued to Sept. 30 in $1,000 bonds each and 
Palmer went security, Bailiff Bartlett making 
out the bonds. Paimer signed the bonds in 
witness’ presence, and the prisoners were re- 
leased. Hichard Bartlett, the bailiff, said 
Puimer, the defendant, scheduled for $3,600 
worth 2 property, dictating the descriptions 
thereof. 

William Reynolds of Chieago Lawn, who is 
a clerk for Rathbone, Sard & Co., said he knew 
Palmer since last May. State’s-Attorney Grin- 
nell asked the witness if Palmer had at any 
time had any transactions with bim with refer- 
ence to Lots 76 and 77, Biock 6, Eberbard’s 
Subdivision of Chicago Lawn.

It was oot such an oath as would 
bind a man in a case of perjury. The oath 
prescribed by the Legislature sad: I do sol- 
emnly swear by the ever-living God.“ while 
Justice Kersteu bad sworn Paimer by the form, 
“So help me God.“ 

The court said Justice Kersten's form. You 
do solemnly swear that the contents of this 
affidavit are true, so help you God. was strong 
enough to bold. and Mr. Turner subsided, after 
taking an exception, stating meanwhile that 
the statutes should be construed strictiy m 
favor of the defendant, as it was a criminal 
case. The witness then told a rather rambling 
story, the substance of which was that A! bert 
H. Palmer, himself, end a man named His 
all “sat about” in Hillis’ office during several 
months last year waiting for jobs and ‘dealing 
in real estate.“ Palmer deeded witness the 
land in question—four lots in Washington 
Heights and some larger pieces in Chicago 
Lawn—one day last summer.

points west of the centre of Iowa, 30 cents 
per 100 from Eastern Nebraska, and advances 
the rate as it goes west to 38 cents per 100— 
making an average of something like 36 cents 
per 100 for Nebraska points, distant 500 to 600 
miles. The same service is performed to New 
York (distant 912 miles by the shortest and 
about 1,000 miles by the longest route) for 22 
cents per 100, not including the terminal ex- 
penses there. It is rrobable this rate will soon 
be reduced, and I think 1 am sa e in saying it 
has not averaged much over 15 cents per 100 
for a year.
